Why weren’t they built properly in 
the first place? 
John G. Little, bridge engineer, 
has the answers to some of these 
questions. This is the background he 
gives on the project. 
There are at present four painters 
scaffolds, huge steel platforms 30 
feet wide and 100 feet long which 
hang suspended underneath the 
bridge. Their purpose is to give 
standing room and safety to some 
two dozen painters, the most im­ 
portant maintenance men on the 
bridge. 
Two of these scaffolds are in the 
center span of the bridge, one run­ 
ning from the north tower to the 
center of the span, the other from 
the south tower to the center. 
Neither can cross the centerline be­ 
cause of structural impediments. 
The other two scaffolds are on 
the land sides of the two towers, 
making it possible to paint the en­ 
tire under side of the bridge from 
these moving platforms. 
ATTACHED TG CABLES 
At present these platforms hang 
on four wheels which run along the 
outer edges of the 30-inclF square 
distributing truss att^.ned directly 
to the bridge’s verticie cables. 
The platforms ride on f our 
“clumsy, home-made looking’’ wheels 
which have a slot gouged out to 
miss the rivet heads. The rivet heads 
of the truss act as a track for'the 
wheels, but they are set so far apart 
it is possible for the wheels |o slip 
off “and plunge a whole platform 


full of men into the ocean.” This is 
one ol the things Little fears. 
Another is that the “trusses were 
never designed to carry the weight 
of the scaffolds,” which tend to 
twist the trusses necause the scaf­ 
folds are hung so near the outside 
edge. Little says, “Engineer Joseph 
B. Stauss wanted to provide for 
painiers scafiolds in his original 
designs but for some reason or other, 
probably financial, the soaffold plans 
were eliminated and the bridge not 
designed for them.” 
The engineer does not say that 
this stress on the trusses endangers

Ridgwoy Claims Croft

WASHINGTON (U.R)-Russia 
contends that Soviet fighters 
fired on a missing U. S. plane 
only after it opened fire on them 
and refused to land at a Siberian 
airport, the State department 
disclosed today. 
The department released the con­ 
tents of a Soviet protest made Nov. 
7. ThU note said two Russian fighter 
craft fired on a U.S, Navy patrol 
bomber which—the Soviets charged 
—violated Soviet territory In the 
Cape Ostrovnaya area about 80 
miles from Vladivostok. 
The A m e r i c a n reconnaissance 
plane, with 10 men aboard, has been 
missing since the Incident. Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway has told the 
United Nations that the U.S. craft 
never was closer than 20 miles to 
Soviet territory. 
U.S. REJECTS RED NOTE 
The United States rejected the 
Soviet'“protest in a report submit­ 
ted at the United Nations in Paris 
by U.S."“ delegate Warren R. Austin 
The rejection was made in the name 
of Ridgwav’s United Nations com 
mand In Korea. 'The U.S. govern 
mcnt plans no further official ac- 
tlon—at least none directly with the 
Soviet Union—at this time. 
The Soviet note of Nov. 7 said 
that:

Soviet fighters with the Intention 
of forcing the American plane, 
which had violated the Soviet state 
frontier, to land on a Soviet air 
port, the American airplane opened 
fire on them. 
‘RUDE VIOLATION*

to open return fire, after which the 
American airplane went off in the 
direction of the sea and disap­ 
peared.” 
The communication said the So­ 
viet government "states decisive 
protcfit against this new rude vio­ 
lation of the state frontier of the 
USSR by an American military 
plane.” 
The Soviet Union also said it “in­ 
sists” that the plane% crew be helc 
in “strict responsibility.” It asked 
the United States to take quick ac­ 
tion to prevent further violation of 
Soviet frontiers.

Jury, Board Split 
Over TB Hospital

and farm in the opinion of the 
grand jury, but not in the opinion 
of the county supervisors.

time, “nowhere near enough” to 
make it financially desirable for 
Marin to operate a TB hospital 
at the farm.

If He Gets ‘52 
Warren Victory

U. s. Rep. Hubert B. Scudder of 
Sebastopol is aboard anfhirliner to­ 
day winging toward Memphis, but 
the first district representative left 
behind him In Marin some ideas on 
government and politics. 
Scudder is certain Gov. Earl War­ 
ren will be elected President—if he 
is nominated. 
The nomination is the big prob­ 
lem. Scudder, a Republican, says 
his congressional colleagues and 
others in the capital are interested 
in the California governor. They 
are waiting, he said, to see how he 
expresses himself on tífairs of con­ 
cern to the nation and the future 
of the Republicmn party. 
Scudder’s visit to the Independ- 
mt-Joumal office followed ohly by 
a few hours the announcement that 
truce negotiators in Korea had 
reached an agreement on the cease­ 
fire line across the embattled pen­ 
insula. 
Ihe congressman sees the chance 


for ,a truce as “hopeful,” and ex­ 
pressed the hope the war can be 
ended. 
If that end comes, the United 
States will measure the impact both 
in human and economic terms. 
The huméi terms, Scudder be­ 
lieves, are self-evident. 
Economically, the war’s end will 
bring a chance for the nation to 
catch its breath. It wiU permit di­ 
version of some critical materials to 
building schools and other necessary 
facilities In this country. 
But, the lawmaker emphasized, it 
will not bring an end to armament 
The United States must make itself 
strong to balance against the might 
of Soviet Russia, he said. 
Scudder said the faith of the peo­ 
ple in their government must be re­ 
stored. 
It must be restored, he asserted, 
by: 
1—Weeding out incompetents and 
comipt piMie servante (although

Cease-Fire Line 


MUNSAN, Korea m — United 
Nations and Communist staff offi­ 
cers today pinpointed half the 145- 
mile cease-fire line across Korea. 
A UN. spokesman said Allied 
military experts hope to complete 
the job tomorrow but “couldn’t 
make any guarantees.” 
The spokesman, Lt. Col. Howard 
Levle, indicated that if the staff 
officers are unable to map the en­ 
tire battle line Sunday, the joint 
.cease-fire subcommittees will take 
over. This apparently means the full 
truce delegations cannot approve 
the buffer zone clause before Mon­ 
day. 
The staff officers meet in Pan- 
munjom for the third time at 10 
a.m. (5 pin. EST Saturday). 
If they fail to reach complete 
agreement “It’s not to be considered 
a failure.” Levie said. He explained 
that subdelegates have far more 
latitude and would be able to make 
quick decisions. 
The staff officers met for more 
than five iiours Saturday. Levie said 
they agreed on 85 to 70 miles of 
cease-fire line. 
Levie said progress was being 
made* when the session adjourned. 
“Our staff officers expect to go 
back tomorrow and make consider­ 
able progress right from the begin­ 
ning because both sides will have 
had an opportunity to get the latest 
information from the front lines,” 
he said. 
While progress was made Satur­ 
day, Levie acknowledged there were 
certain areas of major difference.” 
There were strong Indications that 
most of these areas are on the west­ 
ern end of the battle line where the 
Chinese have hurled attack after at­ 
tack at United Nations troops dug 
in on strategic hills west of Yon- 
chon. 
Levie said a “major” difference 
would Involve five miles of territory 
or a strategic terrain point.

Fatality—Or Cause Of It 


Who will be the millionth traffic fatality? 
Who will have his name tapped out on wirc- 
^*'icrvicf typewriters reaching every ncw'spapcr 
' in every one of the 48 states? 
^'(Your Name) won the grim and tragic 
distinction of being the millionth American 
^ to be killed in an automobile accident** 
I 
It it more than sobering to visualize your 
* own name in such a coast-to-coast story, isn't 
. it? An effort would be made to get your pic- 
' ture, of course, and it, too, would be put on 
all the photo-wdre services. 
They would read about you in New York 
^ City, in Toledo, Frccmont, North Dakota; in 
-• Palm Springs, Miami, Boston, Detroit, Denver. 
The small county iveeklies w”Ould pick up the 
r story and picture from their various mat ser- 
* vices. Weekly magazines of national circulation 
might even assign a local correspondent to do 
* a full story about you, with pictures. Who were 
your parents? Were you married? How many 
children? They might even print an old photo 
or two, showing you in a coy pose when you 
were ten or twenty years younger. 
Quite a distinction. Being fatality Number 
1,000,000. 
The National Safety Council has alerted Am­ 
erica to the doleful fact that, at the present 
rate of our highway carnage, the millionth 
victim will be reached before Christmas. 
We sincerely hope San Rafael, or Corte 
Madera or Mill Valley or Novato will not be 
included in the date line of that story. We can 
think of far pleasanter ways of gaining national 
attention. 


And Marin county can avoid being a part 
of this grim story if all of us take to heart ex­ 
actly what it means to be the millionth victim. 
We won't take that extra chance. We won’t 
be in such a hurry all the time. We’ll drive 
with a little more consideration for the other 
fellow. We’ll also keep in mind the possibility 
of being the came of the millionth fatality. 
That might be even harder to think about than 
being the victim itself. 
Being the cause would simply mean that we 
would have to live with the stigma. With all 
the attending publicity, wx would be sort .of

A very doubtful distinction to include in the 
family album.

And most of them caused by either carelessness 
or selfishness or both. 
We prayerfully hope that the millionth death 
does not occure in Marin county.

We agree with him, and with the New York Times, 
which commented: 
"The Presidency of the United States Is a prize 
worthy of the efforts and aspirations of the coun­ 
try’s ablest and most experienced men. It is a healthy 
thing for each of the parties to be able to select 
its nominee from among a wleie variety of candidates 
of the highest caliber; If they refuse to make them­ 
selves available, the country is the loser.’* 
We would go even further, and suggest that the 
people themselves should have the right to make 
their choice of a candidate from as wide a selection 
as possible. We would have every avowed candidate 
entered in each state primary, not just a "favorite 
son” in each state, nor even an uninstructed dele­ 
gation. 
We think the people of California, for instance, 
should have the right to decide whether Governor 
Warren, or Senator Taft, or Mr. Stassen, or some 
other person, is their choice for the Republican 
nomination. Yet as matters now stand Senator Taft 
has indicated that he will not enter the California 
primaries. There is a great pcoslbillty that California 
Republicans will have a choice only between dele­ 
gates pledged to Governor Warren and delegates 
pledged to some nominal candidate, but actually 
uninstructed. Wt submit that that is no real choice 
at all. 
The more candidates we have In the state pri­ 
maries the greater the opportunity the people have 
to exprss their preference.— Petaluma Argus Courier

WASHINGTON—The wise poUtl- 
cal money is now betting that 
General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower will announce his 
availability for the republican 
presidential nomination within 
three months. If all goes well, the 
Else'nbO'Wer unveEing ought to' 
take place by the end of January 
or in the first week of February 
at the latest. 
This Is, of course, precisely what 
most of the republican enthusi­ 
asts for Eisenhower have always 
wanted. The difference today is 
thfit after the general’s event- 
'Ci'amm'ed. vMt to< thlS' country, his 
backers are convinced that what 
they want to happen will In fact 
happen. They showed no such 
bappy confidence before. 
INDEED^, 'UNTIL recently there 
were many reasons to suspect that 
the general would follow the im- 
happy precedent of the late Sen. 
Arthur H. Vandepberg, insisting 
on. what is called a "genuine 
draft,” and thus imposing an im­ 
possible task on his supporters. 
No matter how, strongly republic­ 
ans may call for Eisenhower, he 
cannot conceivably be nominated 
by acclamation. The forces of Sen. 
Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, vigorously 
supported by General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur, will fight an 
Eisenhower nomination to the 
bitter end. 
This means, in turn, that the 
general must openly put himself 
at the head of his own supporters 
when the right time comes. And 
the evidence now is that he will 
do precisely this, under the light 
conditions. ’These conditions may 
be simply defined. 
ON THE ONE HAND, Gen. Eis­ 
enhower is not an active candi­ 
date today, in the Taft manner. 
He merely sees his duty to lead, 
if Ms leadership Is called for. The 
"if” is significant The call must 
come first. There must first be a 
widespread demand for his leader­ 
ship among republicans of stature. 
Without that, there will be no un­ 
veiling, no declaration of candi­ 
dacy. In short the Eisenhower 
backers have to show that the 
Eisenhower movement is a real 
thing, In order to secure the de­ 
sired commitment from the gen­ 
eral.In a situation .sO' conditional, 
betting might be unwise, if it were 
not for the other great advances 
the Eisenhower movement has 
slmMtaneously made. On the O'ne 
hand, as pointed out in a previous 
report in this space, the general’s 
parting statement in this country 
exploded the canard that his 
backers have been peddling a pig 
in a poke. He said, on the con­ 
trary, that such friends as Sen. 
James Duff, of Pennsylvania, 
knew his mind perfectly, being so 


dose to him that they could safely 
foretell how he would "act and 
react.” To this he significantly 
added that he would say "the 
word” when and if the time came. 
ON THE OTHER HAND, thert 
is the enormous step forward 
represented by the choice of Sen. 
Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massa­ 
chusetts, to head up tl^ Eisen­ 
hower movement’s headquarters 
organization. Hitherto, the great­ 
est danger has been that the 
Eisenhower enthusiasts would re­ 
main a loose coalition of local 
political grandees, divided and 
hamstrung by their own touc:hy 
sensibilities. 
The leaders have been aware of 
this danger, however. While Gfn. 
Eisenho'wer was to Washington, 
Sen. Duff was In New York, con­ 
ferring on the organization prob­ 
lem with Gov. Thmnas E. Dewey. 
Somewhat later. Sen. Duff met in 
Washington with Harry Darby, of 
Kansas. The result of these delib- 
erattons was the unanimous 
choice of the Massachusetts sen­ 
ator, as one of the ablest political 
operators of our time, and as a 
man whom the New Yorkers, the 
Kansans, and Sen. Duff all 
equally liked and trusted. 
THIS MEANS THAT the Once 
loose coalition will now be trans­ 
formed into a tough and tightly 
knit phalanx, with resources and 
ability to take on all comers. This 
step alone should greatly impress 
many as yet imconvcrted republi­ 
can delegates, who have been 
dubious about the Eisenhowd 
movement because of Its weak 
organizatioii as much as because 
they doubted the general’s 
eventual availability. 
As yet of course, the forces of 
Sen. Robert A. Taft retain the 
advantage gained by being the 
first in the field. Moreover, as 
President Tfuman’s strength in 
the country slips. :Sen. Taft’s 
strength in his own party rises; 
for most republican professionals 
regard Taft as an Ideal president, 
:and only fear they may be unable 
to elect him. 
YET IT IS MORE than ever 
doubtful whether Senator Taft 
can carry the great northern 
states like New York, Pennsylvania 
and California, which any Repub­ 
lican must carry to enter the 
White House. President Tnim,an 
meanwhile retains his ugly way 
of coming from behind, which the 
republicans have already ex­ 
perienced. And above all, Elsen­ 
hower is the candidate desired by 
the mass of voters, who generally 
manage to get what they want in 
the 'Cnd. 
In these drcumstances. It seems 
probable that the call for Gen. 
Eisenhower will be duly forth­ 
coming, and that the general will 
accede to it, as it is his plain duty 
to do.

Time was when the mammoth 
textile Industry—st'ill thinking In 
terms of natural fibers—rigarded 
test tubes and scientists with ex­ 
treme suspicion. But In this era 
of synthetic fibers and modern 
finishing techniques the scientist 
is held in high esteem. Right now 
the Industry is faced with a short­ 
age of research help. And it Is 
busily thinking up new tricks to 
lure competent research workers. 
UNTIL RECENTLY you 
couldn’t entirely blame' the tex­ 
tile people for* not welcoming the 
chemist to their bosoms. For ha 
brought a whole new accumula­ 
tion of headaches to an Industry 
already loaded down with plenty of 
worries of Its own. 
His new synthetics had strange 
and awesome names which jaixed 
harshly upon ears long accust­ 
omed to the time-honored nomen­ 
clature of cotton, linen, mohair, 
silk and wool. The new-made 


ftbert upset the old-established 
way of doing thing. They revolu­ 
tionized production and market­ 
ing procedures. 
First came rayon, then nyioa, 
and finally orlon, dacron, ao- 
rilan, dynel, vlcara and all the 
rest. Out of the^ chemist’s test 
tube came smartly tailored suits 
and sweaters made of com; slinky 
evening gowns fasMoned from 
chemically íjgjíed cotton fertili­ 
zer sacks. OiOlbers took on new 
life. Under the magic of chemi­ 
stry, cotton developed new charac­ 
teristics such as resistane to dirt 
and wrinkling. 
TODAY THE INDUSTRY rea- 
lizes it can’t get along without 
reasearch. Its leaders no longer 
look upon the college-trained 
chemist as an impractical and 
meddlesome long-hair. 
Many of the big textile mlBk 
are recruiting research workers at 
the college level. And not neces­ 
sarily at the textile college level. 
Textile resesrch fellowships are 
being made available in increaslnf 
numbers to graduates of scienti­ 
fic, business and liberal arta 
schools who have earned a ba­ 
chelor’s degree in .chemistry or 
chemical engineertng.

peared Democratic Senator Mc­ 
Mahon of Connecticut ripped into 
Taft and his book. 
THE THINGS WHICH Mc­ 
Mahon had to say—quotes from 
Taft’s recO'Td In the S'enate and 
the stands he took on the big 
Issues—were too plentiful and too 
well - organized to have been 
thrO''wn together oV'ernlght.

Mr. Truman never once men­ 
tioned Taft by name. But you 
could almost see the president get­ 
ting T'Cstless over his silence on 
the senator, for he left no doubt 
in his speech he was shooting at 
Taft, even though not naming 
him. 
UPHOLDING HIS OWN foreign 
policy, the president said "since I 
have been president . . . I have 
consulted regularly with leaders of 
both parties. Democrats and Re­ 
publicans alike.” 
This could have been Interpret­ 
ed at Mr. Truman’s reply to 
Taft’a charga that tha prasideni 


went over the head of Congreia 
In sending troops to Korea. But 
Taft was certainly never one of 
those who was "regularly” con­ 
sulted by Mr. Truman on foreign 
affairs. So far as I know Mr. Tru­ 
man never consulted him .at all.

The closest Mr. ’puman camt 
to teeing off on Taft personally 
was near the end of his speech

"llie attaci.” he said, "wiE be 
well'-organized—and well financed.

We saw how the special interests 
poured money into Ohio last year 
to elect a Republican senator.”

Garfield, 70 years old and totally 
blind for nine years.

He is president of the Los 
Angeles County Club for Adult 
Blind, delega'te 'to' the California 
State Council for the Blind, and 
member of the National Federation 
for the Blind — thus working on 
three levels of county, state and 
federal assistance to the blind. He 
is also a member of the California 
State Guide Dog board established 
in 1947, under which the San Ra­ 
fael training school holds License 
No. 1. 


In a weekly radio program over 
Station KGPJ in Hollywood, which 
Garfield calls “A Blind Man Looks 
A'i You,*' he is 'ed,ucatlng the public 
on the fact that the blind are 
capable of competing with the 
sighted along many lines of en­ 
deavor. ,a,nd urg'i,ng their accep'tance 
for employment. This program is 
now entering its fifth year. 
When Garfield was blinded by 
optic atrophy, he applied at once 
for a dog to guide him, and has 
travelled all over the country with 
his canine “eyes,** until his dog died 
in June of this year. Gwendolyn Is 
a replacement. 
From the New York stage Gar­ 
field went Into radio work in Los 
Angeles in 1930, and has appeared 
on hundreds of programs. He is a 
charter member of the American 
Federation of Radio Artists.

ÜH. forces off a hUl on littic 
Gibraltar” ridge Friday night but 
fresh Allies counterattacked in sub- 
freesing temperatures and by dawn 
Saturday had regained the peak. At 
the end of the daylight hours Satur­ 
day the Allies held three of the four 
hiUs on the crest that looks some­ 
thing iike the rock that guards the 
western entrance to the Mediter­ 
ranean.

At least 200 residents Iving in 
the area east of San Rafael and in 
the Golf Tract area this week 
started to receive their mall from 
a postman serving individual homes, 
San Rafael Postmaster C. H. Hay­ 
den has announced. 
The new city mounted deUvcry 
service, Hayden added, means resi­ 
dents will no longer have to come 
to central deUvery points along a 
rural route to pick up their mal. 
It wUl be delivered to a mailbox 
placed at the street curb in fnmt 
of the home, he went on to say. 
This brings to an end the long rows 
of mailboxes along San Pedro road. 
The two men responsible for the 
change of service are UJS. Postal 
Inspector J. Leslie Padget of Santa 
Rosa, and Superintendent of Mails 
Thomas E. Falvey of San Rafael. 
Hayden warned persons living in 
the area the street number of each 
house must be placed in a con- 
spidous spot preferably on the mail­ 
box.

Need For Scaffolding 
On (Sate Span Is Told 
(Continued from Page 1) 
the bridge. He does say the bridge 
was not designed for it Neither does 
he say the scaffolds are ^'definitely 
unsafe’* in their present cmidition. 
NOW *MAKE SHIFT 
"At the same time, “he goes on, 
"there is hardly a detail In the con­ 
struction of these scaffolds that I 
would not like to see improved upon 
or strengthened. They can only be 
considered a makeshift installation 
in their present iorni." 
, 
What does he suggest? The an­ 
swer to that already has been ac­ 
cepted by the board of directors. It 
Is "design new scaffolds.” 
Por the job, the directors hired 
Clifford Paine, partner of Strauss 
and designing engineer on^ the 
bridge. Paine submitted his plans 
for new scaffolds which would be 
motor-driven where the present 
scaffolds are pulled along by h^d. 
They would be stronger, safer, and 
would ride on a new railing attached 
to the side of the truss rather than 
on the truss itself. 
COST MUCH MORE 
Paine originally estimated cost of 
cehstructing these four units would 
bt $360,000. But directors received 
aa imwelcome shock when they 
opened the two bids submitted for 
thb Job two months ago and found 
one bid of $683,497; the second bid 
$993,000. 
They hurriedly wrote to Paine and 
asked H these bids were reasonable 
under current conditions. Paine an­ 
swered they were reasonable, at 
least the lower one was. He said the 
reason for the great increase was 
partly due to bids being made on 
welded construction, whereas he had 
figured on rivetted sections, and the 
increase of general costs. 
Major cost of the new installation 
is not the improvements to the scaf- 
fdds themselves, but the new rail­ 
ing which will carry them. This will 
bt a beam 18 inches high and 10 
inches wide. It will be hung outside 
of the bridge truss and attached at 
25 foot intervals, at points where 
the road supports are attached to 
the truss. This will eliminate the 
twisting factor which bothers Little. 
WEIGHT NO WOBRT 
The engineer is not worried by the 
added weight to the bridge. This 
railing will weigh 70 pounds to the 
toot and it will be about three miles 
long. This means more than 5S0 
tons of steel will go into the rail 
alone. 
^ e th » that suich steel will be 
available in tM months to come is 
another question which laces the 
directors. 
The new scaffolds would make 
use of much of the old ones. The 
actual platforms on which the paint­ 
ers stand some 200 feet above the 
water would be the same with some 
Bi^difkatlons to strengthen them. 
Boiever eac)i comer sould bavt ita 


own electric motor to move the 
wheel in that corner of the scaffold. 
Furnishing electricity to these 
motors would be a gasoline genera 
tor on each scaffold. Each electric 
motor would be cquiped with 
safety device which would turn i 
off automotically if that wheel or 
side of the scaffold was getting 
ahead of the others. 
ANOTHER SAFEGÜARP 
Another safety device would be 
a small second rail placed on the 
bottom of the bridge truss against 
w*^ich rollers would ride to prevent 
the scaffold from swaying in the 
wind except as the bridge sways 
At present the scaffolds sway inde 
pendently except for a wheel bum­ 
per on eitl^er side which is not 
constantly in contact with the 
bridge. 
Safer too would be the flanged 
wheels, which would ride solidly on 
the heavy beam, not being able to 
get off at any point. There also is 
a stopping device that turns off the 
power to the motors and automa­ 
tically applies the brakes if the 
scaffold should start to “run away. 
Is there an alternative to complete 
replacement of the scaffolds? 
Yes, says Little. In December last 
year he told the directors: 
“We could probably fw less than 
$100,000 (which would not be a 
proper figure today) replace or make 
alterations in the present scaffolds 
themselves that would make them 
adequately strong. But this would 
not in any way improve the slow, 
cumbersome, and unsafe operation 
of the scaffolds on the bridge struc­ 
ture. Nor would it in any way relieve 
the top chord of the bridge distri­ 
bution truss from the abuse that 
is now imposed on it by the present 
system of operation.” 
DIRECTORS* CHOICE 
So the bridge directors have to 
again make the choice. They have 
let the time limit pass for accepting 
either of the two bids and must re- 
advertise the job. 
Also they are faced with another 
problem. Many of the new scaf­ 
folds* details are new. designed 
specifically for this bridge. The 
directors want to patent these fea­ 
tures to get any Income possible 
from use of the ideas on other 
bridges. 
At the same tune they must be 
certain they are not making use of 
other people’s patents. Already one 
letter has been received from an 
inventor who claims a patent on 
one portion of the scaffold plans. 
8o the directors are hiring a 
patent attorney to study the whole 
situaticm. They will do nothing un­ 
til they get his report. Ev^ then 
they may not advertise for bids im­ 
mediately. In fact there are predic­ 
tions the matter will be allowed to 
Me dormant for many months to 
corns.

The total wiU be about 
1,500,000 units below this year’s ag­ 
gregate production. The current 
year’s Indicated total is about the 
same number below the 1950 volume.

Annual Financial Stattmmt 
of flit 
MARIN MUNICIPAL WATER DISTRICT 
San Rofatl, Cdifomia 
The Balance Sheet and Statement of Income of the Marin 
Municipal Water District for the fiscal year ending June 39, 1951, 
is submitted herewith. 
Marin County has grown even more rapidly during th0 past 12 
months than it did d jring the previous year. This ever increasing 
growth has and wiU continue to make necessary many enlargements 
in our water supply system to provide for the steadily increasing 
demand for water service. During the past 12 months, 1437 pew 
water service connections were installed compared with 1172 for the 
previous year and there is no indication that the present expansion 
will decrease but rather that Marin County wiU continue to grow 
more rapidly than ever in the years to come. As an example, your 
Water District is now supplying 22,286 water service connection* as 
compared with 15,20(X) in 1940. Over 7,(XX) new services in 10 years; 
an increase of almost 50%. 
In the fiscal year^ June, 1950 to June, 195Í, the Water District 
has installed 82,139 feet of new water mains in the different towns 
and communities of the District as compared with 54,0(X) feet during 
the same months of the previous year. And in addition, the District 
has installed 34,600 feet of 24-inch and 12-Inch water main from 
our new 1.4 bilMon gallon Bon Tempe Resetvoir to Mill VaHey, which 
new pipeline is now delivering an additional 2 milMon gallons of 
water per day to Southern Marin. A further extension of ttils new 
line is now under construction, which wiU carry an additional 4 
million gallons per day through the hill sections of Larkspur and 
Corte Madera, thence to Southern Marin providing a total of 6 
million gallons of additional water i^r day for the Larkspur, Corte 
Madera and South Marin areas. The. old pipelines supplying this 
area were working to capacity and deMvering only 3^ LÜUion gal­ 
lons per day. 
The plans and specifications for the large new reservoir on 
Lower kagunitas Creek about' 6 miles below Alpine Dam are well 


under way and it is expected to begin the clearing of the reservoir 
site this Fall and to start construction of the dam in the Spring of 
1952. This new reservoir, a* presently planned, will hold over 5 
bilMon gaUons of water, which Is more than all of our 4 present 
reservoirs combined and shoud provide for at least a 50% growth 
in population. The necessity for additional storage supply can be 
readily understood when we compare the water consumption in 
1940, 1.7 billion gallons, with the 1950 consumption of 3.4 billion 
gallons, ah increase of approximately 100% 
^ 
The constniction of all new pipelines and facilities during the 
past year have been financed from District revenues and from funds 
provided by the 1949 Bond issue. The large items of construction, 
such as the new Southem Marin line, costing approximately $875,000, 
and the new storage reservoir to be built on Lower Lagunitas Creek, 
at a cosf under present day prices of about 1% million dollar», will 
be financed from moneys received from the $4,000,000 Bond issue 
approved by the voters of the District in 1949. Thl* Bond issue will 
also provide for many other enlargements of pipeMnes and reservoir» 
throughout the District. 
No community can grow faster than Its water supply and we, 
the Directors of the Marin Municipal Water District, are making 
every effort to provide Marin County with an adequate supply not 
only for the present, but for the future; and we are particularly 
pleased to advise you that a careful analysis of District finances 
indicates that all of the improvements now planned, which will 
practically double our present water supply, can be financed with­ 
out an increase in rates and without resort to taxation.

In 1900, 302 persons out of every 
100,000 in the United States were 
reported as having tuberculosis. In 
1948, only 30 per 100,000 were report­ 
ed as suffering from this dlsea&e. 
Tuberculosis, formerly dreaded aa 
the “white death.” is thus becoming 
less and less significant 
in 
this 
country. 
However, 
about 1,000 Americans 
are reported as dying 
each week 
from tuberculosis, which is stiU the 
leading cause of death between'tho 
ages of 15 and 33. 
MASS SURVEYS HELPFUL 
H ie decline In the death rate and 
number of cases has been credited 
in part, at least, to the mass tuber­ 
culosis 
surveys 
throughout 
the 
country. These aurveys to uncover 
hidden cases are very helpful 
in 
preventing tubeixiulosls. EverY citi­ 
zen might will have at least 
one 
chest X-ray a year, not only to 
help himself, but to help his com­ 
munity strike out this terrible di­ 
sease. 
Tuberculosis sometimes tends to 
be n o t' too explosive at first, and 
many persons with mild cases are 
walking the streets 
without 
any 
pronounced symptoms. 
But these 
persons can ea.aily spread the dis­ 
ease to others. It Is these cases in 
which ‘discovery is important, for 
it can prevent further spread in 
the individual himself and to the 
general population. 
As the disease progresses* It brings 
the symptoms of coughing, spit­ 
ting up blood, loss of weight, nighi 
sweats, and general weakness. 
MANY ADVANCES 
The past few years have seen 
many advances in the treatm ent 
and care of tuberculosis. 
One of 
these has been the use of strep­ 
tomycin, which is effective In early 
cases. Many a case has been bene- 
fitted by this drug, 
used together 
with early surgical procedure, such 
as collapse of the lung and injec­ 
tion of air into the pleural cavity. 
Another drug known as PAS (para- 
aminosalicylic acid) 
has 
recently 
been found helpful in certain cases 
krhen used with streptomycin. 
Certain far-advanced cases. 
In 
which part of the lung has been de­ 
stroyed, were formerly believed in­ 
curable. However, lung surgery has 
become more and more perfected, 
and parts of the diseased lung or 
even the whole lung have been re­ 
moved in these cases with excellent 
results.

Adjust Plan To Family Needs 
If Using Mail Order Design

the more they can loam about the 
1unctions ol a house the happier 
they are going to be. 
With plans available from some 
ol the most successiul and prac­ 
tical architects, there is nothing 
wrong generally in selecting the 
house you like. But there is plenty 
wrong with the way some people 
select it. 
Pick a house merely because you 
think it looks cute and you are 
headed for a rude awakening. Let 
one feature—a picture window, a 
fireplace on the porch, or some 
other glamorous detail—blind you 
to inadequacies for everyday liv­ 
ing, and you’re sure to regret it. 
There’s no great secret in the 
fundamentals of house planning. 
They're largely a matter ol com­ 
mon sense. 
You can fit a house to a piece of 
land muQh more simply than you 
can fit the land to the house. 
And you can fit a house to your 
family a whole lot easier than you

can fit the family to the house. 
• • • 
THE REASON you can often 
buy good house plans for com­ 
paratively small costs is that the 
architect was paid for his time, 
talent and work by the first per­ 
son who built that house. Nor­ 
mally, it was deigned for a spe­ 
cific family and for a specific lo­ 
cation. 
Such a house might be built 
much more appropriately on one 
side of a street rather than on the 
opposite side. The way to de­ 
termine this is to visualize the di­ 
rections on your lot and mark 
them accordingly on the plan. 
See if the morning sun win 
cheer your breakfast, if the bed­ 
rooms will be shaded in late af­ 
ternoons to prevent overheating 
for the > night, if kitchen and 
laundry will have more or less 
northerly exposures to keep them 
cooler, if you wiU like the view 
you will get from your living room 
windows. 
If the plan doesn't work out in 
this test, turn it over and hold it 
up to the window to see how It 
looks when reversed. If that's bet­ 
ter, ask the architect if you can 
get that plan reversed. 
Since most houses are planned 
for level sites, consider the amount 
of grading necessary on your lot. 
II a house is designed with the 
garage in the basement, or can be 
changed that way, you may be 
able to fit it to a hillside without 
trouble.

JiOST ESSENTlAXi, of course. 
Is how you’ll live in the house. This 
aspect is so important that the 
new semi-annual issue ol Small 
Homes Guide, Just published, de­ 
votes its theme to planning your 
home to fit your family needs. 
"The most important factor in 
considering

plans,’* 
says 
Small Homes Guide, "is the size 
ol your family and whether it’s 
going to increase, decrease or re­ 
main the same.’*

"There are various .ways of ad­ 
ding more living space,” the Guide 
points out. **Most economical is 
the story-and-a-half home with 
unfinished second floor.” The ad­ 
dition of roof height adds very lit­ 
tle to the cost of a conventional 
one-story house, while more ex­ 
pensive dormers can be added 
later. 
On the other hand, the Guide's 
study explains, "the expansible 
house, planned from the begin­ 
ning so that one or more rooms 
can be built on in the'future, is 
more expensive in the long nm 
than building the entire structure 
at once. 
"Actual costs depend on how 
much construction you hafe to de- • 
stroy and how many trades you 
have to call back the second time 
round. If your addition requires 
everything from foundations on 
up. it can be as expensivt as the 
original unit.” 
• • • 
COMPROMISING, however, can 
be the most practical fpr the 
greatest number of íamüies, ex­ 
cept where too much of a com­ 
promise is made. 
Sometime you can compromise 
on dining space, merging it in the 
living room. Or you may comprb- 
mise on children’s sleeping quar­ 
ters with private cubicles for beds, 
adjoining a common room for 
play or study. Then, when you 
can’t afford more than one bath­ 
room, one of the most successful 
compromises lies in compartment- 
ing each fixture and by adding 
countertop vanity-type lavatories 
in bedrooms.

A considerable percentage o f 
homes, as well as business and 
industrial properties, do not have 
suliicient insurance these days be­ 
cause of increases in valuls and 
replacement costs, surveys show. 
One study of 427 claims paid by 
one fire insurance company for 
fire losses on dwellings during two 
months this suáim^r in a Midwest 
state showed that "25 per cent of 
surance to cover about half their 
value. 
The study, reported by the Na­ 
tional Underwriter, showed that 
the average v a l u e of these 427 
dwellings was $6,988. but the aver­ 
age amount of insurance carried 
per dwelling was $4,238. 
THE AVERAGE AMOUNT of 
insurance carried by all the dwell­ 
ings was 60 per cent of value. 
The National Underwriter re­ 
ports that "almost all analyses of ■ 
this kind reveal substantially the 


cellent house plans if you are in 
this category. 
But if you have no children and 
need only one bedroom, you may 
have to build more bedrooms in 
order to get financing—the resale 
value of a one-bedroom house Is 
low. 
And if you have an unusually 
large family you face real trouble 
in these days of limited materials. 
Buying and remodeling an older 
house may be your best bet. Real 
bargains in old houses are com­ 
mon. 
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same facts, that practically ah art 
greatly under-insured.’* 
Other types of property are sus­ 
ceptible'to the same condition, be­ 
cause replacement c o s t s for all 
types of buildings are affected by 
the same inflationary factors such 
as increased, prices for materials 
and labor. Few property owners 
are ready to stand the losses they 
would have to pay in case of severe 
d a m a g e to their underinsured 
properties. 
In the case of public buildings 
that are under-insured, the un­ 
insured losses have to be paid 
the taxpayers. This was pointed 
out in an editorial In the Aberdem, 
S. D., American News, following a 
fire which badly damaged the city’s- 
municipal ball park grandstand: 
"It is incumbent upon the city 
to review its insurance values im­ 
mediately and maintain full cover­ 
age on the property it owns,” the 
editorial said. "There is no reason 
why the taxpayers should suffer 
another loss because of negligence 
in this respect.”

Tlie year 1932 was not. a good 
one in which to start a business. 
Itiat was a fact well-known to 
43-year-old Alexander J. Stark, for 
a number 'Of years a succe'ssful 
San Francisco commercial photo­ 
grapher. 


A brother who had bi^en a part­ 
ner in the Bay City business died 
three years before, and hard times 
were upon it. “People Just didn't 
have any mcmey to spend to have 
pictures taken/* Stark explained. 


So he shut up shop in the city 
and moved to the suburbs. On 
Throckmorton a v e n u e in Mill 
VaUey, he opened a studio and 
offered photo finishing and other 
photographic work. There wasn’t 
much more money in the subuibs. 
Stark found. 


ONE BAT BE WAS LOOKING 
at a rack of postcards in a down­ 
town store. 


*lhey were pretty crimmiy,** 
Stark recalls with a chuckle. ‘T 
guessed 1 could do better than 
that." 


So Stark borrowed a neighbor’s 
automobile and set out to take 
pictures for post cards. First they 
were marketed locally, and were 
successful—people could, and did, 
spend their nickels for these 
“'travelogue” c a r d s where they 
couldn’t afford expensive portnaits. 


The business, flourished—in a 
modest way. Stark bought an old 
Diana Eutomobile, o nc e worth 
$3,500, for $40. He began taking 
pictures throughout Marin, then 
expanded V across the bay, and 
finally took pictures of scenes far 
afield. The area and volume of 
sales e x p a n d e d . And “Zan of 
Tamalpais”—the Zan an extrac- 
Uon from Alexander—became a 
familiar trmdemark.

Foliage Of Persimmon 
Tree Is Joy To Behold 


By ALBERT WILSON 
Food of the gods is the poets 
name for diosproE * the persimmon. 
It is a delightfiil tree, a member 
of the ebony family and grows in 
sub-tropical regions. We in the 
United States have two native 
forms. Both are to be found In 
various gardens around the bay 
region. But it is the oriental kinds 
we see most often in California, 
On these pages we have often 
written that useful trees are best 
for our gardens. The persimmon, 
a stately tree, is useful ,in seven 
ways: It has a long life; its thick 
foliage 
gives abundant shade; 
birds do not nest in its branches; 
no insects harm tlie tree; after the 
first frost the autumn foliage Is a 
joy to the eye; its fruit is delicious; 
its. large leaves, when fallen 'Can 
be dried for decorative use. and in 
China and Japan they are used 
to. write on. 
THE PEBSIAIMON CANNOT be 
taken for granted. We don’t dare 


put one in the ground and say 
“there, now it's up to you”. Its 
the care of the persimmon that 
counts. It must be given sufficient 
water to help the branches develop 
the fruit. This is especially true of 
the oriental forms. 
One of our American type per­ 
simmons prefers It on the dry side. 
This idea has carried over, but it 
spells disaster when applied to the 
oriental persimmon. Give it water 
during the growing season. 
These trees bloom in spring. The 
little cream colored Oowers appear 
along the underside of the sprawl­ 
ing branches. When thes petals 
sta'rt falling to the ground im­ 
mediately 
gi ve t h e roots a 
'thorough watering. 
THE SOIL SHOULD NOT be 
permited to dry out once during 
the summer. Should this happen 
the fruit drop is exc^ive. Fruit 
drop often takes place after a 
long period of drought has sud­ 
denly been changed to an abund­ 


ance of water at the roots. The 
interchanging of wet and dry 
conditions around the roots of the ■ 
oriental persimmcm is one of the 
big rea,sons for heavy fruit drop. 
Persimmons do not produce a 
crop for at least three ye'ars. 
Often a newly set out tree will not 
carry fruit until five or seven 
years have passed. Once it starts 
to carry a crop, however, fruit 
can be expected annually. 
FRUIT WHICH HAS NOT de­ 
veloped to its full size nor reached 
the proper stage of maturity may 
be left on the tree to ripen. Fruit 
that has good color in its outside 
skin is safe to harvest and store, 
for it is on its way. Ripened fruit 
sho''Uld be picked ^as birds 'wUI eat 
it readily. 
All fruit should be cut off 
rather than pulled. Cut at the 
stem that holds th^ fruit to the 
branch. Harvesting can be a form 
of pruning. While the ftee is 
young, branches bearing the crop 
can be cut, and this may serve as 
pruning. Older trees, however, re­ 
quire a little more attention. 
Upper' branches may 'be cut back 
merely as a topping. This keeps 
the fruit within easy reach. 
Oi'chardists 'often permit their 
persimmon trees to keep low 
sweeping branches. You and I can 
even trim our plants as espaliers. 
In one garden I saw the oriental 
persimmon grown as an ‘'open 
hedge. The effect was stunning. 
If you are interested in setting 
out a 'persimmon 'next spring, now 
is a good time to look into the 
kinds. You can learn the varle'tiea 
and see them in a blaze of color in 
your neighbors garden, or at your 
neighborhood nursery. 
PERSIMMONS GROW in aU 
soils* bf California. They make 
sturdy trees in deep sandy loams 
rich in humus. They do well in 
adobe. Mulching proves helpful to 
young trees. 
No insects bother persimmons 
except 'the m e a 1 y bug which 
collects at the pedicel. Of course. 


Daffodils, first major flowers to 
blossom in the spring, have been 
cultivated in gardens almost as 
long as tulips. 
While limited in color range, 
they vary much in form and sea­ 
son of bloom. By using all avail­ 
able types, and selecting early 
midseason and late varieties, daf- 
fod:lla can be' kept^ blooming 'during 
two spring months. 
V A R I E T I E S SUITABLE for 
garden borders are classified as: 
Large Trumpets, in which the 
trumpet is as large as the perianth 
(surrounding petals). Colors in­ 
clude yellow, white and bicolor, in 
which the trumpet is yellow and 
the perianth white, or the reverse.

House Plant Watering 
A lion’s share of all-house plant 
problems are brought on by uneven 
watering. 
It ca'n be a 'question of^'too little 
or too much. The secret in grow­ 
ing healthy, thriving pla'nts is to' 
see that they get a continuous 
supply of water, in addition to 
potting them in good soil and giv­ 
ing them plant food when needed. 
Watering your plants from the 
bottom assures they will get the 
right amount of water at a con­ 
stant rate. But don’t let the bot­ 
toms of your pots stand in water. 
The soil will waterlog and the 
roots will rot. 
Set clay pots on a platform of 
rock wool, vermic'uli'te, peat, sphag­ 
num moss, or' sand in a glazed 
saucer 'or con'lainer. The poro''us 
clay pot will take water from damp 
rock wool, for example. Just like 
a wick. Just keep the rock aool 
or whatever you use moist, and 
the rest is automatic.

Jehovah. Parts Sea, I sraeUtes 
Cross To Their Deliverance 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
Some months ago, a group of 
Jewish 
survivors 
from 
Central 
Europe sailed for Palestine after 
escaping from the terrible persecu­ 
tions to which they had been sub­ 
jected. They named their boat. 
"The Good Ship Exodus." Since 
the year 1900, nearly one million 
Jews have moved Into this same 
land, and they are still going 
there. 
These people #ere doing what 
their faraway ancestors- did in 
1445-1444 B. C.. when the great 
Exodus ‘from Egypt took place. 
That great' outpouring of about 
two millioa human beings, their 
children, servants, probably some 
of mixed descent who had been 
impressed by the wonders taking 
place in Egypt, Is one of the great­ 
est mass movements in all history. 
Moses and Aaron went to Phar­ 
aoh, after convincing their own 
peop'le that th'C Lord would indeed 
give them their liberty under the 
leadership of these two men. They 
said to the: Pharaoh, "Thus salth 
the Lord God of Israel, Let My 
people go, that they may hold a 
feast unto Me In the wilderness." 
But Pharaoh answered, "Who is 
the Lord, that I should obey His 
voice to let Israel go? I know not 
the Lord, neither will I let Israel 
go." 
THEN 
PHARAOH 
made 
the 
burdens of the Israelites much 
greater. He told his taskmaster to 
give them no more straw to mix 
with the clay in making .bricks. 
The poor workmen were forced to 
go into the fields after the har­ 
vest to get the stubble left by the 
reapers and to chop it into small 
pieces. At the same time, they 
were told that they must make 
the same number of bricks each 
day as before. 
The Israelites-blamed this mis­ 
fortune on Moses, saying that in-' 
stead of helping them, he had 
"put a sword in their (the Egyp­ 
tian taskmasters’) hand to slay us." 
Even Moses was discouraged —« 
even as you and I—and asked the 
Lord why He had sent him to lead 
his people to liberty. 
T he Lord roassured Moses, tell­ 
ing him, that "Thou shalt see 
what I will do to Pharaoh: for 
with a strong hand shall he let 
them go, and with a strcmg hand 
shall he drive them out at his 
land." 
Further the Lord said: "See I 
have made thee a god to Pharac^: 
and Aaron thy brother shall be thy 
prophet.” 
AGAIN MOSES and his brother 
stood before Pharaoh, and this 
time they took the rod with them, 
and It became a serpent when 
they threw it d:Own. But 
the.

court’s magicians did the same 
thing with their rods, with an ex­ 
ception; their rods were devoured 
by Moses’ rod. 
Then tl)^ Lord brought ten hor- ^ 
rible plagues upon the Egyptians. 
There is not spac^ in this column 
to tell of them in detail. The first 
was turning the water In the river 
to blood so that the fish died and 
the water was not fit to drink. 
The Pharaoh’s magicians did tlie 
same thing. 
The second was the plague of 
frogs which covered the land. The 
magicians duplicated that too. The 
third was turning all the dust of 
the land into lice, which infested 
man and ,bea^. The magicians 
tried that too, but could not make 
it work, and they told Pharaoh 
that this was the "f inger of God," 
but 
he 
would 
not 
listen but 
hardened his heart. 
SWARMS OF FLIES was the 
fourth, and this time the Lord put 
a division between the Egyptians 
and the land of the Israelites, so 
that the latter 'would not suffer 
from the plague. 
In spite of the sufferings of his 
people, the Pharaoh’s heart hard­ 
ened after the plagues were abat­ 
ed, and he refused to let the 
Israelites go. 
The next was an illness among 
the cattle so that they all died, 
but the Israelii^’ cattle were per­ 
fectly healthy. Bolls that afflicted 
everyone, even the Pharaoh, came 
next; then rain and hail that 
ruined, crops; then locuste that a'to 
the last of the growing things. 
The ninth plague was a dreadful 
darkness that settled over the 
Egyptians, while the Israelites had 
light. 
As the various plagues were 
lifted, Pharaoh’s heart hardened 
and he refused to let the people 
go. 
One night, at midnight, Phar­ 
aoh rose, he, and his servants and 
all the people, and there arose a 
great cry throughout all the land, 
for the firstborn of every family 
was dead, from the least unto 
Pharaoh himself. 'There wa^ not 
a house where there was not one 
dead.” 
THE LORD HAD prepared the 
Israelites for this terrible scourge. 
Each household was ordered to kill 
a lamb cm the tenUi day of the 
mo'nth, then on the fO'Urteenth da,y 
they were to kill the lamb, and 
sprinkle some of its blood on the

upper door of the house, so that 
when the angel oí death passed he 
would spare the inhabitants of the 
blood-marked houses. This was to 
be the feast of the Passover, 
which, the / Lord ordered, they 
should keep at that same time 
forever. 
Pharaoh realised that the Lord 
was indeed with the Israelites, and 
he ordered them out of Egypt with 
their families, their flocks and 
herds. So Moses led them forth.- 
“And the Lord went before them 
in a pillar of a cloud, to lead 
them the way; and by night in « 
pillar of fire, to give them light; 
to go by day and night." 
THEY CAMPED before the Red 
sea, and by this time, Pharaoh had 
repented of letting them go, and 
he sent his best charipts and 
soldiers after them. The Israelltea 
were terrified, but that night the 
cloud that had been before the 
I.sraeiites. stood 'be''hind them, be­ 
tween them and the Egyptiaps. 
In the moming the Israeiites 
upbraided Moses f or bringing thetn 
away from their homes, but he 
said: . "The Lord shall fight for 
you, and ye shall hold your peace.” 
You know the story well, how 
Moses raiséB his hand and the 
waters of the sea parted and the 
hosts of Israel walked diY-shod 
through the sea; while the chariots 
and soldiers of the Egyptians sank 
into iiie sea as the waters came 
iMick and all were "drowned. 
On dry land and safe, the Is­ 
raelites sang a beautiful song of 
praise to God.

John G. Little, bridge engineer, 
has the answers to some of these 
questions. This is the background he 
gives on the project. 
There are at present four painters 
scaffolds, huge steel platforms 30 
feet wide and 100 feet long which 
hang suspended underneath the 
bridge. Their purpose is to give 
standing room and safety to some 
two dozen painters, the most im­ 
portant maintenance men on the 
bridge. 
Two of these scaffolds are in the 
center span of the bridge, one run­ 
ning from the north tower to the 
center of the span, the other from 
the south tower to the center. 
Neither can cross the centerline be­ 
cause of structural impediments. 
The other two scaffolds are on 
the land sides of the two towers, 
making it possible to paint the en­ 
tire under ride of the bridge from 
these moving platforms. 
ATTACHED TO CABLES 
At present these platforms hang 
on four wheels which run along the 
outer edges of the 30-incbP square 
distributing truss attr _ned directly 
to the bridge's vertiue cables. 
The platforms ride on f our 
“clumsy, home-made looking” wheels 
which have a slot gouged out to 
miss the rivet heads. The rivet heads 
of the truss act as a track for the 
wheels, but they are set so far apart 
it is possible for the wheels to slip 
off “and plunge a whole platform 


full of men into the ocean.” This is 
one ot the things little fears. 
Another is that the “trusses were 
never designed to carry the weight 
of the scaffolds,” which tend to 
twist the trusses Decause the scaf­ 
folds are hung so near the outside 
edge. little says, “Engineer Joseph 
B. Stauss wanted to provide for 
painters scaffolds in his original 
designs but for some reason or other, 
probably financial, the scaffold plans 
were eliminated and the bridge not 
designed for them.” 
The engineer does not say that 
this stress on the trusses endangers

Ridgway Claims Craft 
Was Legal Distance 
Off Siberian Coast 


WASHINGTON (U.R)-Russ!a 
contends that Soviet fighters 
fired on a missing U. S. plane 
only after it opened fire on them 
and refused to land at a Siberian 
airport, the State department 
diVlosed todav. 
The department released the con­ 
tents of a Soviet protest made Nov. 
7. ThlS note said two Russian fighter 
craft fired on a U.S. Navy patrol 
bomber which—the Soviets charged 
—violated Soviet territory in the 
Cape Ostrovnaya area about 80 
miles from Vladivostok. 
The A m e r i c a n reconnaissance 
plane, with 10 men aboard, has been 
missing since the incident. Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway has told the 
United Nations that the UJ3. craft 
never was closer than 20 miles to 
Soviet territory. 
U.S. REJECTS RED NOTE 
The United States rejected the 
Soviet protest in a report submit­ 
ted at the United Nations in Paris 
by UBf delegate Warren R. Austin. 
The rejection was made in the name 
of Ridsrwav’s United Nations com­ 
mand in Korea. The U.S govern­ 
ment plans no further official ac­ 
tion—at least none directly with the 
Soviet Union—at this time. 
The Soviet note of Nov. 7 said 
that:

Soviet fighters with the intention 
of forcing the American plane, 
which had violated the Soviet state 
frontier, to land on a Soviet air­ 
port. the American airplane opened 
fire on them.

American airplane went off in the 
direction of the sea and disap­ 
peared.” 
The communication said the So­ 
viet government “states decisive 
protest against this new rude vio­ 
lation of the state frontier of the 
USSR by an American military 
plane.” 
The Soviet Union also said it “in­ 
sists” that the planefe crew be held 
in “strict responsibility.” It asked 
the United States to take quick ac­ 
tion to prevent further violation ot 
Soviet frontiers. 
State department officials said

GRAND JURY. REPORT-V 
Jury, Board Split 
Over TB Hospital 


(This is last of a series of five 
articles on the Marin county 
grand jury report for 1959-51.) 


By ART HENRY 
Marin county may need a tuber­ 
culosis ward at the county hospital 
and farm in the opinion of the 
grand jury, but not in the opinion 
of the county supervisors. 
William A. Gnoss, chairman of 
the grand jury’s county farm com­ 
mittee, recommended: 
“That a tuberculosis ward be es­ 
tablished in connection with the 
operation of the farm so as to elim­ 
inate the necessity of transferring 
minor county tubercular patients to 
other neighboring county facilities 
at relatively high cost.” 
According to Supervisor William 
Fusselman, Marin seldom has more 
than 18 or 18 TB patients at one 
time, “nowhere near enough” to 
make it financially desirable for 
Marin to operate a TB hospital 
at the farm. 
In other recommendations, the 
jury recommends that a hay field 
sprinkler system be built, milk hous­ 
ing facilities be improved, and the 
farm begin a hog raising program: 
There are two answers to this 
Fusselman states, “One, the Kroe- 
ger report, which the jury supports, 
recommends that we go no further 
into farming at the county farm.

U.N., Reds Map 


Half Of Korea 


Cease-Fire Line 


MUNSAN, Korea (jP) — United 
Nations and Communist staff offi­ 
cers today pinpointed half the 145- 
mile cease-fire line across Korea. 
A UN. spokesman said Allied 
military experts hope to complete 
the job tomorrow but “couldn’t 
make any guarantees.” 
The spokesman, Lt. Col. Howard 
Levie, indicated that if the staff 
officers are unable to map the en­ 
tire battle line Sunday, the joint 
cease-fire subcommittees will take 
over. This apparently means the full 
truce delegations cannot approve 
the buffer zone clause before Mon­ 
day. 
The staff officers meet in Pan- 
munjom for the third time at 10 
a.m. (5 p.m. EST Saturday). 
If they fail to reach complete 
agreement “it’s not to be considered 
a failure,” Levie said. He explained 
that subdelegates have far more 
latitude and would be able to make 
quick decisions. 
The staff officers met for more 
than five hours Saturday. Levie said 
they agreed on 65 to 70 miles of 
cease-fire line. 
Levie said progress was being 
made when the session adjourned. 
“Our staff officers expect to go 
back tomorrow and make consider­ 
able progress right from the begin­ 
ning because both sides will have 
had an opportunity to get the latest 
information from the front lines,” 
he said. 
While progress was made Satur­ 
day, Levie acknowledged there were 
certain areas of major difference.” 
There were strong indications that 
most of these areas are on the west­ 
ern end of the battle line where the 
Chinese have hurled attack after at­ 
tack at United Nations troops dug 
in on strategic hills west of Yon- 
chon. 
Levie said a “major” difference 
would involve five miles of territory 
or a strategic terrain point.

Use Driftwood 
As Sculpture 


If you become the fortunate 
possessor of a driftwood orna­ 
ment, how shall you use it in your 
home? 
Like a piece of sculpture — only 
driftwood offers many an advan­ 
tage over stone. 
Place your driftwood on top of 
a cabinet, chest, or dropleaf table 
so its unusual outline is displayed 
against a harmonizing wall color 
or paper. 
Set i n . the center of a dining, 
party or buffet table (if the drift­ 
wood is not too massive) and or­ 
nam ent it with flowers, or with 
autum n fruits, leaves and vege­ 
tables. These can be wired to it, 
or clustered about its. base. 


Driftwood with the rich patina 
of dark rosewood suggests an 
enshrined madonna. Sanding 
and waxing were only '"hand­ 
ling"' given the wood. Natural 
putline was not altered.

W ith sandpaper, pieces of driftwood and the kind of handym an’s 
Implements most any kitchen drawer provides, W alter Trem ain of 35 
Bretano Way, Greenbrae, and a San Francisco newspaperman, has 
created for himself a new — and unexpected — leisure-time career. 
The handsome driftwood ornaments pictured here all are his work. 
Though they suggest sculptured ----------------------------------------- --------- - 
wood, they are entirely natural in 
contour.

been 
carved, shaped or moulded.

To each piece only a coat of 
home-applied wax has been given, 
with a base added when the orna­ 
m ent requires it for stability. * 


When Walt had time he decided 
to put his collection in shape for 
display

“They create the effect of scupt- 
-tu re in their natural state,” Wal­ 
ter explains. “But they should not 
be called 'sculptures.* The only 
handling of the driftwood is the 
leveling of the base with a hand 
'saw so the piece c«m be set upon a 
flat surface.**

the 
steps 
th at 
transformed the 
“Flying 
Fish” 
from lake shore salvage to de­ 
signer's display piece this way: 


IF “WALT** TREMAIN were not 
already an ’able and successful 
member of the most exciting of 
all

found driftwood art to whatever 
extent time and inclination per­ 
mitted. 


“First, the driftwood was cleaned 
with sandpaper and a linoleum 
knife with a hooked blade. (Many 
of the Tremain pieces were so 
smooth they *required no sanding, 
only a gentle cleaning to prepare 
them for the finishing wax coat.) 


But W alter Trem ain is assistant 
city editor of The Examiner. A 
newspaperman for eighteen years, 
he presides at an editorial desk 
in the big city room on The Ex­ 
am iner’s second floor. 


“Second, the cleaned, sanded 
driftwood was brushed with liquid 
wax. The wax was allowed to soak 
into every crevice, groove, and 
scar of the wood.” ('This brings 
up the graining and texture the 
way “antiquing” emphasizes fur­ 
niture 'woods). 


Since editing the news is Wal­ 
ter Trem aln’s real interest, he is 
willing 
to 
give 
only 
limited 
am ounts of leisure time to his 
new—and unintentionally-acquired 
—driftwood art.

WALTS DRIFTWOOD career 
begins properly with his “Flying 
Pish” piece. In September, 1950, 
with his wife, Marjorie, their son, 
yardon, 7, and their little daugh­ 
ter, Varya, 5, W alt was vacationing 
in the Sierra. 


On the shores of Lake Van Nor- 
den he noticed a bit of driftwood. 
U nderneath its coating of soil and 
leal particles he detecttd a certain 
pleasing outline th a t Indicated the 
wood m ight be transformed into a 
den or m antel ornament. 


W alt picked it up. During the 
concluding days of his vacation he 
ooUected similar bits of driftwood. 


AT THIS POINT, with other of 
his pieces. W alt considers whether 
a pigmented wax (one with color 
in it) rather than a clear liquid 
wax, would better emphasize the 
driftwood’s markings. If it would, 
he uses white pigmented wax. 
The 
pigmented 
pieces, 
when 
finished, look as if white paint had 
been brushed into their pores, then 
brushed off, before the final wax 
coating was applied. 
Because the “Flying Fish’* Is 
small, W alt decided to mount it 
on a base. (Many of his most im­ 
pressive jdrlftwood objects are un­ 
mounted, have only been leveled 
a t the bottom «with a hand saw so 
they will stand upright.) 
“Since the driftwood seemed to 
suggest a flying fish, I tried to 
give it a base wih the feeling of 
water,” Walt remembers now. “For 
moimtiug, seashore driftwood is 
better than mountain driftwood, 
so a dark, brown slab of shore 
wood was used. To suggest water, 
I carved a wave design along the 
'o u te r edge.** 


Naturalism is stressed in ornaments like the handsome example pictured here In lanai set­ 
ting.

Don't Be Millionth Auto 
Fatality—Or Cause Of It 


Who will be the millionth traffic fatality? 
Who will have his name tapped out on wire- 
service typewriters reaching every newspaper 
in every one of the 48 states? 
"(Your Name) won the grim and tragic 
distinction of being the millionth American 
to be killed in an automobile accident-** 
It is more than sobering to visualize your 
own name in such a coast-to-coast story, isn’t 
it? An effort would be made to get your pic­ 
ture, of course, and it, too, would be put on 
all the photo-wire sendees. 
They would read about you in New York 
£ City, in Toledo, Freemont, North Dakota; in 
** Palm Springs, Miami, Boston, Detroit, Denver. 
The small county weeklies would pick up the 
! story and picture from their various mat ser- 
- vices. Weekly magazines of national circulation 
might even assign a local correspondent to do 
*- a full story about you, with pictures. Who were 
your parents? Were you married? How many 
children? They might even print an old photo 
or two, showing you in a coy pose when you 
were ten or twenty vean younger. 
Quite a distinction. Being fatality Number 
1,000,000. 
The National Safety Council has alerted Am­ 
erica to the doleful fact that, at the present 
rate of our highway carnage, the millionth 
victim will be reached before Christmas. 


We sincerely hope San Rafael, or Corte 
Madera or Mill Valley or Novato will not be 
included in the date line of that story. We can 
think of far pleasanter ways of gaining national 
attention. 


And Marin county can avoid being a part 
of this grim story if all of us take to heart ex­ 
actly what it means to be the millionth victim. 


We won*t take that extra chance. We won’t 
be in such a hurry all the time. We’ll drive 
with a little more consideration for the other 
fellow. We'll also keep in mind the possibility 
of being the cause of the millionth fatality. 
That might be even harder to think about than 
being the victim itself. 


Being the cause would simply mean that we 
would have to live with the stigma. With all 
the attending publicity, we would be sort .of 
la n d ed for life, like a Greek slave in the days 
of ancient Rome.

Not that any other death would be easier 
to bear — either as the cause or victim. 


But think of it! A million lives snuffed out 
by the greatest boon to our standard of living 
in the history of our country — the automobile. 
And most of them caused by either carelessness 
or selfishness or both.

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MATTER OF FACT 
This Writer Would 
Have You Believe 
'Ike' Is 'Only Man'

WASHINGTON—The wise politi- , 
cal money is now betting that 
General of the Army Dwight D. 
Eisenhower 
will 
announce 
his 
availability 
for 
the 
republican 
presidential nomination w i t h i n 
three months. If all goes well, the 
Eisenhower unveiling ought to 
take place by tie end of January 
or in the first week of February 
at the latest. 
This is, of course, precisely what 
most of the republican enthusi­ 
asts for Eisenhower have always 
wanted. The difference today is 
thpt after the general’s event- 
eiammed visit to this country, his 
backers are convinced that what 
they want to happen will in fact 
happen. They showed no such 
happy confidence before. 


INDEED, UNTIL recently there 
were many reasons to suspect that 
the general would follow the un­ 
happy precedent of the late Sen. 
Arthur H. Vandepberg, insisting 
on what is called a “genuine 
draft,” and thus imposing an im­ 
possible task on his supporters. 
No matter how strongly republic­ 
ans may call for Eisenhower, he 
cannot conceivably be nominated 
by acclamation. The forces of Sen. 
Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, vigorously 
supported by General of the Army 
Douglas MacArthur, will fight an 
Eisenhower 
nomination 
to 
the 
bitter end. 
This means, in turn, that the 
general must openly put himself 
at the head of his own supporters 
when the right time comes. And 
the evidence now is that he will 
do precisely this, under the right 
conditions. These conditions may 
be simply defined. 


ON THE ONE HAND, Gen. Eis­ 
enhower is not an active candi­ 
date today, in the Taft manner. 
He merely sees his duty to lead, 
if his leadership is called for. The 
“if” is significant The call must 
come first. There must first be a 
widespread demand for his leader­ 
ship among republicans of stature. 
Without that, there will be no un­ 
veiling, no declaration of candi­ 
dacy. In short the Eisenhower 
backers have to show that the 
Eisenhower movement is a real 
thing, in order to secure the de­ 
sired commitment from the gen­ 
eral. 
In a situation so conditional, 
betting might be unwise, if it were 
not for the other great advances 
the Eisenhower movement has 
simultaneously made. On the one 
hand, as pointed out in a previous 
report in this space, the general’s 
parting statement in this country 
exploded the canard that his 
backers have been peddling a pig 
in a poke. He said, on the con­ 
trary, that such friends as Sen. 
James D u f f , of Pennsylvania, 
knew his mind perfectly, being so 


close to him that they could safely 
foretell how he would "act and 
react.” To this he significantly 
added that he would say "the 
word" when and if the time came. 


ON THE OTHER HAND, there 
is the enormous s t e p forward 
represented by the choice of Sen. 
Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massa­ 
chusetts, to head up tfye Eisen­ 
hower movement’s headquarters 
organisation. Hitherto, the great­ 
est danger has been that the 
Eisenhower enthusiasts would re­ 
main a loose coalition of local * 
political grandees, d i v i d e d and 
hamstrung by their own touchy 
sensibilities. 
The leaders have been aware of 
this danger, however. While Ggn. 
Eisenhower was in Washington, 
Sen. Duff was in New York, con­ 
ferring on the organization prob­ 
lem with Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 
Somewhat later, Sen. Duff met in 
Washington with Harry Darby, of 
Kansas. The result of these delib­ 
erations was the u n a n i m o u s 
choice of the Massachusetts sen­ 
ator, as one of the ablest political 
operators of our time, and as a 
man whom the New Yorkers, the 
Kansans, 
and 
Sen. 
Duff 
all 
equally liked and trusted. 


THIS MEANS THAT the once 
loose coalition will now be trans­ 
formed into a tough and tightly 
knit phalanx, with resources and 
ability to take on all comers. This 
step alone should greatly impress 
many as yet unconverted republi­ 
can delegates, who have been 
dubious a b o u t the Eisenhowei 
movement because of its weak 
organization as much as because 
they 
d o u b t e d t h e general’s 
eventual availability. 
As yet of course, the forces of 
Sen. Robert A. Taft retain the 
advantage gained by being the 
first in the field. Moreover, as 
President Truman’s strength in 
the c o u n t r y slips, Sen. Taft’s 
strength in his own party rises; 
for most republican professionals 
regard Taft as an ideal president, 
and only fear they may be unable 
to elect him. 
YET IT IS MORE than ever 
doubtful whether Senator Taft 
can carry the g r e a t northern 
states like New York, Pennsylvania 
and California, which any Repub­ 
lican must carry to enter the 
White House. President Truman 
meanwhile retains his ugly way 
of coming from behind, which the 
republicans have a l r e a d y ex­ 
perienced. And above all, Eisen­ 
hower is the candidate desired by 
the mass of voters, who generally 
manage to get what they want in 
the end. 
In these circumstances, it seems 
probable that the call for Gen. 
Eisenhower will be duly forth­ 
coming, and that the general will 
accede to it, as it is his plain duty 
to do.

peared Democratic Senator Mc­ 
Mahon of Connecticut ripped into 
Taft and his book.

went over the head of Congress 
in sending troops to Korea. But 
Taft was certainly never one of 
those who was “regularly” con­ 
sulted by Mr. Truman on foreign 
affairs. So far as I know Mr. Tru­ 
man never consulted him .at all. 
Mr. Truman continued: 


”. . . I want to keep our foreign 
policy, out of domestic politics. I 
am happy to say that there are 
many patriotic Republicans who 
have the same view of this ques­ 
tion . . . I might add that these 
are the Republicans—in Congress 
and out—who know most about 
foreign affairs. 
“But I am sorry to say that 
there is another group of Re­ 
publicans—a group who want to 
put foreign policy into domestic 
politics. They want to play with 
dynamite and they may have their 
way. I don’t know how the Re­ 
publican convention will decide 
the matter next July.” 


THEN THE PRESIDENT said 
performance in foreign policy is 
the best campaign issue the Demo­ 
crats have. ^ 


The closest Mr. Truman came 
to teeing off on Taft personally 
was near the end of his speech 
when he said the Republicans and 
their supporters would spend more 
money to win this next campaign 
than was ever spent in any elec- 
- ticn. 


“The attack,” he said, “will be 
well-organized—and well financed. 
We’ve had a sample in the con­ 
gressional elections of last year. 
We saw how the special interests 
poured money into Ohio last year 
to elect a Republican senator." 
That was Taft. 


* Taft promptly replied: "It is the 
Truman party which is the bene­ 
ficiary of the money of special in­ 
terests and of millions of dollars 
of taxpayers* money used for po­

Textile Industry Now Holds 
Scientists In High Esteem

tlEW YORK (A*)—Thinking about 
a career? 
If yoq enjoy playing around 
with test tlibes. you might 
happy in a textile laboratory. 
Time was when the mammoth 
textile industry—still thinking in 
terms of natural fibers—regarded 
test tubes and scientists with ex­ 
treme suspicion. But in this era 
of synthetic fibers and modern 
finishing techniques the scientist 
is held in high esteem. Right now 
the industry is faced with a short­ 
age of research help. And it is 
busily thinking up new tricks to 
lure competent research workers. 


U N T I L 
R E C E N T L Y you 
couldn’t entirely blame’ the tex­ 
tile people for not welcoming the 
chemist to their bosoms. For ho 
brought a whole new accumula­ 
tion of headaches to an industry 
already loaded down with plenty of 
worries of its own. 
His new synthetics had strange 
and awesome names which jarred 
harshly upon ears long accust­ 
omed to the time-honored nomen­ 
clature of cotton, linen, mohair, 
silk and wool. 
The new-made 


fiber* upset the old-established 
way of doing thing. They revolu­ 
tionized production and market­ 
ing procedures. 
First came rayon, then nylon, 
and finally orlon, dacron, te­ 
rtian, dynel, vicara and all the 
rest. 
Out of the chemist’s test 
tube came smartly tailored suits 
and sweaters made of com; slinky 
evening gowns fashioned from 
chemically tjjjjed cotton fertili­ 
zer sacks. Olc^ibers took on new 
life. Under the magic of chemi­ 
stry, cotton developed new charac­ 
teristics such as resistane to dirt 
and wrinkling. 


TODAY THE INDUSTRY rea­ 
lizes it can't get along without 
reasearch. 
Its leaders no longer 
l o o k upon the college-trained 
chemist as an impractical and 
meddlesome long-hair. 
Many of the big textile mill* 
are recruiting research workers at 
the college level. And not neces­ 
sarily at the textile college level. 
Textile research fellowships ara 
being made available in increasing 
numbers to graduates of scienti­ 
fic, 
business 
and 
liberal 
art* 
schools who have earned a ba­ 
chelor’s degree in chemistry or 
chemical engineering.

From the New York stage G ar­ 
field went Into radio work in Los 
Angeles in 1930, and has appeared 
on hundreds of programs.

PARIS (JPi — Russia’s Andrei 
Vishinsky today rejected the west­ 
ern disarm am ent plan in its present 
form and submitted 12 “serious” 
amendm ents which he said would 
make it acceptable to the Soviet 
Union. 
Vishinsky s amendm ents were al­ 
most as long as the original west­ 
ern resolution. They had the ap­ 
parent effect of transferring the 
west’s plan into the plan Russia 
submitted to the United Nations 
General Assembly two weeks ago.

Calls NCAA IV 


Ban Illegal 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. 0JJD — The 
NCAA's system for restricting tele­ 
vision of college football games was 
described ss “illegal" by a Depart­ 
ment of Justice official today, but 
Just the same the big game today 
between Tennessee and Kentucky 
will not be telecast. 
Efforts by school and government 
officials to have the “blackout” on 
the game at Lexington, Ky., lifted 
were dropped after being turned 
down by the NCAA’s télévision com­ 
mittee. 
University of Kentucky authori­ 
ties said they would not attempt to 
“outlaw” television of the game, In 
view of their membership in the 
National Collegiate Athletic As­ 
sociation. Permission to televise was 
refused because the game is not in­ 
cluded in the NCAA’s plan for “ex­ 
perimental” television of games this 
season. 
GOVERNMENT TO TAKE ACTION 
But a statement by acting assist­ 
ant attorney general Newell A. 
Clapp of the anti-trust division of 
the Department of Justice promised 
to have far-reaching effect on any 
future NCAA television schedules. 
In response to a telegram from 
Laurence Wetherby of Kentucky, 
who demanded government action 
on the ban, Clapp wired: 
“If the Universities of Kentucky 
and Tennessee are of the opinion 
that NCAA restrictions are illegal, 
the decision as to whether or not 
to permit the telecast of the game 
is in their hands."

Although control of duck popula­ 
tions have created more bitterness 
be ween the federal and state serv­ 
ices on the Pacific Flyway thaw any­ 
where else In the United States, the 
dissention generally has been at the 
top policy levels. The fact is that 
the technical men who are charged 
with duck propogation and control 
are pretty much In agreement, 
whether they are state or federal 
men. 
Heretofore separate surveys have 
been made by U. S. and state serv­ 
ices in determining waterfowl popu­ 
lations, and the result has been wide 
difference« in interpretations of the 
reports, both as to populations and 
to trends. It Is hoped that the joint 
surveys will eliminate one of the 
great areas of difference, and of bit­ 
terness. 
Dr. Starker Leopold of the Univer­ 


sity of California, one of the west's 
top wildlife authorities, flew on the 
survey last Sunday and was enthu­ 
siastic both about the Joint endeavor 
and the new technique for deter­ 
mining waterfowl populations which 
has been developed by John Chattin, 
duck expert and assistant chief of 
the fish and game department’s 
bureau of game conservation. 
AERIAL SURVEY SYSTEM 
The Chattin aerial survey techni­ 
que uses both the personal observa­ 
tion of populations and concentra­ 
tions and aerial photography. Be­ 
cause of the speed with which great 
areas can be covered by plane the 
waterfowl can be checked during 
peak concentrations and without 
much duplication due to shifting of 
the birds. 
Afterward close checks cm the 
total populations are made from the 
enlarged aerial photographs. Be­ 
cause of the ease with which an 
error of 50,000 or 100,000 ducks might 
be made in looking at the huge 
populations, none of those who flew 
Saturday and Sunday would esti­ 
mate the total number of birds seen. 
It was noted however, that con­ 
centrations which appeared as heavy 
as any seen in years were on the 
refuges both Saturday and Sunday. 
Grey lodge refuge in the Sacra­ 
mento valley was estimated to have 
had more than 1,000,000 birds alone. 
Dr. Leopold commented that he 
didn’t see how another one could 
have gotten in. 
The Los Banos refuge was check-

ed twice, and Chattin reported the 
refuge last week held more birds 
than he had ever seen there before. 
Ail agreed that there are far more 
waterfowl in the valleys now than 
at the start of the season.

made the survey were Bob Smith, 
Pacific Flyway biologist of the fish 
and wildlife service; Horton Jensen 
from the federal waterfowl refuge 
at Bear River, Utah, and Wendell 
Miller, fish and game department 
biologist and Pitman-Robertson pro­ 
ject leader. 
Additional surveys will be made 
over the state in December and 
January, and then the annual survey 
of Pacific Flyway birds wintering in 
Mexico will be started. Dr. Leopold 
will represent the duck hunters on 
both the State and Mexican surveys, 
TWO HUNTING ACCIDENTS 
There have been two report* of 
hunters being wounded by shotguns 
since the pheasant season opened. 
Both accidents occurred when the 
hunters were taking shotguns from 
their cars. 
We might note that they not 
only were stupid, but were violating 
the law as well. There is no better 
way to kill yourself than to carry 
a loaded shotgun or rifle in your 
car. In addition, a state law passed 
this year makes such an act illegal, 
whether or not you manage to shoot 
yourself doing it. 
If the weather bureau’s prediction 
of clearing weather for the weekend 
is borne out, pheasant hunters ought 
to have the best gunning of the 
year the last two days oi the season. 
The birds, and there certainly are 
hordes of them still in the fields, 
should hold better after the rain 
than during the calm sunny open­ 
ing days. In addition the state has 
planted a considerable number of 
birds this week on the public shoot­ 
ing areas. 
Reports from the public shooting 
areas to the fish and game depart­ 
ment show that only about one bird 
was shot for every two hunters out 
over opening weekend. The hunting 
was tough and the birds flushed far 
•batd and ran wildly. It was notice­ 
able in the reports that the hunter« 
with good dogs uniformly had far 
better success than those without 
dogs or with those poorly trained.

TERS, Korea (Sunday) 0J.R) — 
The Chinese Reds threw waves of 
reserves Into an attack on the 
western front late Saturday in an 
attempt to gain ground before a 
truce Une Is agreed upon. 
The Chinese opened their attack 
Friday under a crushing artillery 
barrage, on a four-peaked crest in 
the Yonehen sector.

held three of the peaks, the Reds 
the fourth.

SEOUL (A*)—Reds hurled thous­ 
and-man attacks at United Nations 
outposts in four sections but today 
had made no major change in the 
fighting front that may became the 
basis for a cease-fire line in Korea. 
An Allied officer said the attacks 
were designed to wipe out small 
UN. outposts In front of the main 
United Nations line. 
“They came at us two or three to 
one, to surround small units on 
hills, then tried to kill as many as 
possible/* he said. 
The Red tactics apparently were 
to bleed the UN. forces at night, 
then pull back before daylight ou t1 
of range of Allied fighter planes and 
artillery. 
The heaviest Red attack came on 
the western front west of Yonchon. 
Two Chinese battalions knocked 
UN. forces off a hill on “Little 
Gibraltar** ridge Friday night but 
fresh Allies counterattacked in sub­ 
tracting temperatures and by dawn 
Saturday had regained the peak. At 
the «id of the daylight hours Satur­ 
day the Allies held three of the four 
hills on the crest that looks some­ 
thing like the rock that guards the 
western entrance to tha Mediter­ 
ranean.

Need For Scaffolding 


On Gate Span Is Told 


(Continued from Page 1) 
the bridge. He does say the bridge 
was not designed for it. Neither does 
he say the scaffolds are “definitely 
unsafe** in their present condition. 
NOW ‘MAKE SHIFT 
“At the same time, “he goes on, 
“there is hardly a detail in the con­ 
struction of these scaffolds that I 
would not like to see improved upon 
or strengthened. They can only be 
considered a makeshift installation 
in their present form.” 
What does hie suggest? The an­ 
swer to that already has been ac­ 
cepted by the board of directors. It 
Is “design new scaffolds.'* 
For the job. the directors lured 
Clifford Paine, partner of Strauss 
and designing engineer on the 
bridge. Paine submitted his plans 
for new scaffolds which would be 
motor-driven where the present 
scaffolds are pulled along by hand. 
They would be stronger, safer, and 
weuld ride on a new railing attached 
to the side of the truss rather than 
on the truss itself. 
COST MUCH MORE 
Paine originally estimated cost of 
constructing these four units would 
be $360,000. But directors received 
an unwelcome shock when they 
opened the two bids submitted for 
the job two months ago and found 
one bid of $683,497; the second bid 
$993.000. 
They hurriedly wrote to Paine and 
asked if these bids were reasonable 
under current conditions. Paine an­ 
swered they were reasonable, at 
least the lower one was. He said the 
reason for the great increase was 
partly due to bids being made on 
welded construction, whereas he had 
figured on rivetted sections, and the 
increase of general costs. 
Major cost of the new instaHaiton 
is not the improvements to the scaf­ 
folds themselves, but the new rail­ 
ing which will carry than. This will 
be a beam 18 inches high and 10 
inches wide. It will be hung outside 
of the bridge truss and attached at 
25 foot intervals, at points where 
the road supports are attached to 
the truss. This will eliminate the 
twisting factor which bothers Little. 
WEIGHT NO WORRY 
I The engineer is not worried by' the 
added weight to the bridge. This 
railing will weigh 70 pounds to the 
foot and it wW be ab^ut three miles 
long. This means more than 880 
tam of steel will go into the rail 
alone. 
Whether that noich steel will be 
available in the months to come is 
another question which laces the 
directors. 
The new scaffolds would m*kf> 
use of much of the old ones. The 
actual platforms on which the paint­ 
ers stand some 200 feet above the 
water would be the same with some 
modifications to strengthen th#wi 
However each comer would hava Ha 


own electric motor to move the 
wheel in that comer of the scaffold. 
Furnishing electricity to these 
motors would be a gasoline genera- 
jtor on each scaffold. Each electric 
motor would be equiped with a 
¡safety device which would turn it 
joff automotically if that wheel or 
side of the scaffold was getting 
ahead of the others. 
ANOTHER SAFEGUARD 
Another safety device would be 
a small second rail placed on the 
bottom of the bridge truss against 
wv *ch rollers would ride to prevent 
the scaffold from swaying in the 
wind except as the bridge sways. 
At present the scaffolds sway inde­ 
pendently except for a wheel bum­ 
per on either side which is not 
constantly in contact with 
the 
bridge. 
Safer too would be the flanged 
wheels, which would ride solidly on 
the heavy beam, not being able to 
jget off at any point. There also is 
a stopping device that turns off the 
power to the motors and automa­ 
tically applies the brakes if the 
| scaffold should start to “run away.*’ 
Is there an alternative to complete 
replacement of the scaffolds? 
Yes, says Little. In December last 
year he told the directors: 
“We could probably for less than 


j $100,000 (which would not be a 
| proper figure today) replace or make 
j alterations in the present scaffolds 
themselves that would make them 
adequately strong But this would 
not in any way' improve the slow, 
cumbersome, and unsafe operation 
of the scaffolds on the bridge struc­ 
ture. Nor would it in any way relieve 
the top chord of the bridge distri­ 
bution truss from the abuse that 
is now imposed on it by the present 
system of operation;’ 
DIRECTORS* CHOICE 
So the bridge directors have to 
again make the choice. They have 
let the time limit pass for accepting 
either of the two bids and must re- 
advertise the job. 
Also they are faced with another 
problem. Many of the new scaf­ 
folds* details are new, designed 
specifically for this bridge. The 
directors want to patent these fea­ 
tures to get any income possible 
from use of the ideas on other 
bridges. 
At the same tune they must be 
certain they are not making use of 
o tto people s patents. Already one 
letter has been received from an 
inventor who claims a patent on 
one portkm of the scaffold plans. 
So the directors are hiring a 
patent attorney to study the whole 
situation. They will do nothing un­ 
til they get his report. Even then 
they may not advertfce for bids im­ 
mediately. In fact there are predic­ 
tions the matter will be allowed to 
lie dormant for many 
to 
coma.

Marin County has grown even more rapidly during th# past 12 
months than it did during the previous year. This ever increasing 
growth has and will continue to make necessary many enlargements 
in our water supply system to provide for the steadily increasing 
demand for water service. During the past 12 months, 1437 pew 
water service connections were installed compared with 1172 for the 
previous year and there is no indication that the present expansion 
wiU decrease but rather that Marin County will continue to grow 
more rapidly than ever to the years to come. As an example, your 
Water District is now supplying 22,286 water service connections as 
compared with 15,2000 to 1940. Over 7,000 new services to 10 years 
an increase of almost 50%. 
In the fiscal year June, 1950 to June, 1951, the Water District 
has instaUed 82,13» feet of new water mains to the different towns 
and communities of the District as compared with 54,000 feet during 
the same months of the previous year. And to addition, the District 
has installed 34,600 feet of 24-inch and 12-inch water main from 
our new 1.4 billion gallon Bon Tempe Reservoir to Mill VaUey, which 
new pipeline is now delivering an additional 2 million gallons of 
water per day to Southern Marin. A further extension of this new 
line is now under construction, which will carry an additional 4 
million gallons per day through the hill sections of Larkspur and 
Corte Madera, thence to Southern Marin providing a total of 6 
million gallons of additional water per day for the Larkspur, Corte 
Madera and South Marin areas. The old pipelines supplying this 
area were working to capacity and delivering only ZV» Liillion gal­ 
lons per day. 
The plans and specifications for the large new reservoir on 
Lower Lagunitas Creek about 6 mUes below Alpine Dam are well

The construction of ail new pipelines and facilities during tha 
past year have been financed from District revenues and from funds 
provided by the 1949 Bond issue. The large items of construction, 
such as the new Southern Marin line, costing approximately $875,000, 
and the new storage reservoir to be built on Lower Lagunitas Creek 
at a cost under present day prices of about 1% million dollars, will 
be financed from moneys received from the $4,000,000 Bond issue 
approved by the voters of the District to 1949. This Bond issue will 
also provide for many other enlargements of pipelines and reservoirs 
throughout the District, 
No community can grow faster than its water supply and we, 
the Directors of the Marin Municipal Water District, are making 
every effort to provide Marin County with an adequate supply not 
only for the present, but for the future; and we are particularly 
pleased to advise you that a careful analysis of District finances 
indicates that all of the improvements now planned, which will 
practically double our present water supply, can be financed with­ 
out an increase to rates and without resort to taxation.

YOUR HEALTH 
X-Rays Help 
Detect TB 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D, 
In 1900, 202 persons out of every 
100,000 in the United States were 
reported as having tuberculosis. In 
1948, only 30 per 100,000 were report­ 
ed as suffering from this disease. 
Tuberculosis, formerly dreaded aa 
the “white death,” is thus becoming 
less and less significant 
in 
this 
country. 
However, 
about 1X)00 Americana 
are reported as dying 
each week 
from tuberculosis, which is still the 
leading cause of death between' the 
ages of 15 and 35. 
MASS SURVEYS HELPFUL 
The decline In the death rate and 
number of cases has been credited 
in part, at least, to the mass tuber­ 
culosis 
surveys 
throughout 
the 
country. 
These surveys to uncover 
hidden cases are very helpful 
in 
preventing tuberculosis. Every citi­ 
zen might will have at least 
one 
chest X -ray a year, not only to 
help himself, but to help his com­ 
munity strike out this terrible di­ 
sease. 
Tuberculosis sometimes tends to 
be not too explosive at first, and 
many persons with mild cases are 
walking the streets 
without 
any 
pronounced symptoms. 
But these 
persons can easily spread the dis­ 
ease to others. It is these cases in 
which discovery is im portant, for 
it can prevent further spread in 
the individual himself and to the 
general population. 
As the disease progresses*, it brings 
the symptoms of coughing, spit­ 
ting up blood, loss of weight, night 
sweats, and general weakness. 
MANY ADVANCES 
The past few years have seen 
many advances in the treatm ent 
and care of tuberculosis. 
One of 
these has been the use of strep­ 
tomycin, which U effective in early 
cases. Many a case has been bww- 
fitted by this drug, 
used together 
with early surgical procedure, such 
as collapse of the lung and injec­ 
tion of air into the pleural cavity. 
Another drug known as PAS (para- 
amlnosalicyltc acid) 
has 
recently 
been found helpful in certain cases 
When used with streptomycin. 
Certain far-advanced cases, 
in 
which part of the lung has been de­ 
stroyed, were formerly believed in ­ 
curable. However, lung surgery has 
become more and more perfected, 
and parts of the diseased lung 
or 
even the whole lung have been re­ 
moved In these cases with excellent 
results.

So many people build houses 
from mail-order blueprints that 
the more they can learn about the 
functions of a house the happier 
they are going to be. 
With plans available from some 
of the most successful and prac­ 
tical architects, there Is nothing 
wrong generally In selecting the 
house you like. But there is plenty 
wrong with the way some people 
select it 
Pick a house merely because you 
think it looks cute and you are 
headed for a rude awakening. Let 
one feature—a picture window, a 
fireplace on the porch, or some 
other glamorous detail—blind you 
to inadequacies for everyday liv­ 
ing, arid you're sure to regret it. 
There’s no great secret in the 
fundamentals of house planning. 
They're largely a matter of com­ 
mon sense. 
You can fit a house to a piece of 
land much more simply than you 
can fit the land to the house. 
And you can fit a house to your 
family a whole lot easier than you

THE REASON you can often 
buy good house plans for com­ 
paratively small costs is that the 
architect was paid for his time, 
talent and work by the first per­ 
son who built that house. Nor­ 
mally, it was designed for a spe­ 
cific family and for a specific lo­ 
cation. 
Such a house might be built 
much more appropriately on one 
side of a street rather than on the 
opposite side. The way to de­ 
termine this Is to visualize the di­ 
rections on your lot and mark 
them accordingly on the plan. 
See if the morning sun will 
cheer your breakfast, if the bed­ 
rooms will be shaded in late af­ 
ternoons to prevent overheating 
for the night, if kitchen and 
laundry will have more or less 
northerly exposures to keep them 
cooler, if you will like the view 
you will get from your living room 
windows. 
11 the plan doesn’t work out in 
this test, turn it over and hold it 
up to the window to see how It 
looks when reversed. If that’s bet­ 
ter, ask the architect if you can 
get that plan reversed. 
Since most houses are planned 
for level sites, consider the amount 
of grading necessary on your lot. 
If a house is designed with the 
garage in the basement, or can be 
changed that way, you may be 
able to fit it to a hillside without 
trouble.

A considerable percentage o f 
homes, as well as business and 
industrial properties, do not have 
sufficient insurance these days be­ 
cause of Increases in values and 
replacement costs, surveys show. 
One study of 427 claims paid by 
one fire insurance company for 
fire losses on dwellings during two 
months this suhuner in a Midwest 
state showed that 25 per cent of 
surance to cover about half their 
value.

The year 1932 was not a good 
one in which to start a business. 
That was a fact well-known to 
43-year-old Alexander J. Stark, for 
a number of years a successful 
San Francisco commercial photo­ 
grapher. 


A brother who had tifcen a part­ 
ner in the Bay City business died 
three years before, and hard times 
were upon it. ‘‘People just didn’t 
have any money to spend to have 
pictures taken,** Stark explained. 


So he shut up shop in the city 
and moved to the suburbs. On 
Throckmorton a v e n u e in Mill 
Valley, he opened a studio and 
offered photo finishing and other 
photographic work. There wasn’t 
much more money in the suburbs, 
Stark found. 


ONE DAT HE WAS LOOKING 
at a rack of postcards in a down­ 
town store. 


••They were pretty crummy,** 
Stark recalls with a chuckle. “I 
guessed I could do better than 
that." 


So Stark borrowed a neighbor’s 
automobile and set out to take 
pictures for post cards. First they 
were marketed locally, and were 
successful—people could, and did, 
spend 
their nickels for these 
“travelogue” c a r d s where they 
couldn’t afford expensive portraits. 


The business flourished—in a 
modest way. Stark bought an old 
Diana automobile, o n c e worth 
$3,500, for $40. He began taking 
pictures throughout Marin, then 
expanded across the bay, and 
finally took pictures of scenes far 
afield. The area and volume of 
sale* e x p a n d e d . And “Zan of 
Tamalpais”—the Zan an extrac­ 
tion from Alexander—became a 
familiar trademark. 


T O D A Y AT 
Stark has 


dropped the familiar old “Zan of 
Ifemalpais” trademark. He did it 
because of pleas from the post- 
office. And in his neat office and 
phmt at 324 Miller avenue, Mill 
Valley, he showed some reasons 
why. 
He h a d s t a c k s of letters 
addressed to such names as “Zeb 
of Mt. Tam,” “Mr. Zan Stab,” 
“Zam Cards, Tamalpais, Calif.,” 
and the corker of all, “Zam of 
Tamopious, Mills Vy, Calif.” 


In 1938 he yielded to federal 
pressure. He became simply Zan 
Stark, post card merchant, of 
Mill Valley.

In recent years, Stark’s business 
has shifted more and more to 
color work. He says public pressure 
has required the change, although 
black and white cards are still 
taken and marketed for local com­ 
bing” of cards now than actual * 
munities.

production, although his plant can 
turn out an average daily capacity 
of 10,000 black and white prints 
each day using an automatic 
printer.

THE ALL-TIME HIGH figure 
was 20,000 in one day. And the 
biggest order came at the end of 
World War II from the Southern 
Pacific Company, which had ex­ 
perienced a postcard shortage on 
its trains due to materials short­ 
age.

“Before they told me just how 
many they wanted, they said they 
wanted a large* order.

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Foliage Of Persimmon 
Tree Is Joy To Behold 
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Daffodil types differ chiefly in size of trumpet. 
Daffodils Make 
Colorful Spring 


By ALBERT WILSON 
Food of the gods is the poets 
name for dioeproe,* the persimmon. 
It is a delightful tree, a member 
of the ebony family and grows in 
sub-tropicai regions. We in the 
United States have two native 
forms. Both are to be found in 
various gardens around the bay 
region. But it is the oriental kinds 
we see most often in California. 
On these pages we have often 
written th a t useful trees are best 
for our gardens. The persimmon, 
a stately tree, is useful .in seven 
ways: It has a long life; its thick 
foliage 
gives 
abundant 
shade; 
birds do not nest in its branches; 
no insects harm the tree; after the 
first frost the autum n foliage is a 
joy to the eye; its fruit is delicious; 
its large leaves, when fallen can 
be dried for decorative use, and in 
China and Japan they are used 
to write on. 
THE PERSIMMON CANNOT be 
taken for granted. We don’t dare 


put one in the ground and say 
“there, now it’s up to you”. Its 
the care of the persimmon th at 
counts. It must be given sufficient 
water to help the branches develop 
the fruit. This is especially true of 
the oriental forms. 
One of our American type per­ 
simmons prefers it on the dry side. 
This idea has carried over, but it 
spells disaster when applied to the 
oriental persimmon. Give it water 
during the growing season. 
These trees bloom in spring. The 
little cream colored flowers appear 
along the underside of the sprawl­ 
ing branches. When thes petals 
start falling to the ground im­ 
mediately 
g i v e 
t h e 
roots a 
thorough watering. 
THE SOIL SHOULD NOT be 
permited to dry out once during 
the summer. Should this happen 
the fruit drop is excessive. Fruit 
drop often takes place after a 
long period of drought has sud­ 
denly been changed to an abund­ 


ance of water at the roots. 
The 
interchanging of wet and dry 
conditions around the roots of the 
oriental persimmon is one of the 
big reasons for heavy fruit drop. 
Persimmons do not produce a 
crop for at least three years. 
Often a newly set out tree will not 
carry fruit until five or seven 
years have passed. Once it starts 
to carry a crop, however, fruit 
can be expected annually. 
FRUIT WHICH HAS NOT de­ 
veloped to its full size nor reached 
the proper stage of m aturity may 
be left on the tree to ripen. Fruit 
th at has good color in its outside 
skin is safe to harvest and store, 
for it is on its way. Ripened fruit 
should be picked as birds will eat 
it readily. 
All fruit should 
be cut 
off 
rather than pulled. Cut at the 
stem th at holds the, fruit to the 
branch. Harvesting can be a form 
of pruning. While the %ee is 
young, branches bearing, the crop 
can be cut, and this may serve as 
pruning. Older trees, however, re­ 
quire 
a 
little 
more 
attention. 
Upper branches may be cut back 
merely as a topping. This keeps 
the fruit within easy reach. 
Orchardists often perm it their 
persimmon 
trees 
to 
keep 
low 
sweeping branches. You and I can 
even trim our plants as espaliers. 
In one garden I saw the oriental 
persimmon grown 
as an open 
hedge. The effect was stunning. 
If you are interested hi setting 
out a persimmon next spring, now 
is a good time to look into the 
kinds. You can learn the varieties 
and see them in a blaze of color in 
your neighbors garden, or at your 
neighborhood nursery. 
PERSIMMON8 GROW in all 
soils bf California. They make 
sturdy trees in deep sandy loams 
rich in humus. They do well in 
adobe. Mulching proves helpful to 
young trees. 
No Insects bother persimmons 
except the m e a l y 
bug which 
collects at the pedicel. Of course, 


Daffodils, first m ajor flowers to 
blossom in the spring, have been 
cultivated in gardens almost as 
long as tulips. 
While limited in color range, 
they vary much in form and sea­ 
son of bloom. By using all avail­ 
able types, and selecting early 
midseason and late varieties, daf­ 
fodils can be kept blooming during 
two spring months.

House Plant Watering 


A lion’s share of all-house plant 
problems are brought on by uneven 
watering. 
It can be a question of^too little 
or too much. The secret in grow­ 
ing healthy, thriving plants is to 
see th at they get a continuous 
supply of water, In addition to 
potting them in good soil and giv­ 
ing them plant food when needed. 
W atering your plants from the 
bottom assures they will get the 
right am ount of water at a con­ 
stant rate. But don’t let the bot­ 
toms of your pots stand in water. 
The soil will waterlog and the 
roots will rot. 
Set clay pots on a platform of 
rock wool, vermiculite, peat, sphag­ 
num moss, or sand in a glased 
saucer or container. The porous 
clay pot will take water from damp 
rock wool, for example, just like 
a wick. Just keep the rock mool 
or whatever you use moist, and 
the rest is automatic.

Some months ago, a group of 
Jewish 
survivors 
from 
Central 
Europe sailed for Palestine after 
escaping from the terrible persecu­ 
tions to which they had been sub­ 
jected. They named their boat, 
“The Good Ship Exodus." Since 
the year 1900, nearly one million 
Jews have moved into this same 
land, and they are still going 
there. 
These people vfere doing what 
their faraway ancestors did to 
1445-1444 B. C., when the great 
Exodus from Egypt took place. 
That great outpouring of about 
two million human beings, their 
children, servants, probably some 
of mixed descent who had been 
impressed by the wonders taking 
place in Egypt, is one of the great­ 
est mass movements to all history. 
Moses and Aaron went to Phar­ 
aoh, after convincing their own 
people that the Lord would indeed 
give them their liberty under the 
leadership of these two men. They 
said to the Pharaoh, “Thus salth 
the Lord God of Israel, Let My 
people go, that they may hold a 
feast unto Me in the wilderness." 
But Pharaoh answered, “Who is 
the Lord, that I should obey His 
voice to let Israel go? I know not 
the Lord, neither will I let Israel 
go." 
THEN 
PHARAOH 
made 
the 
burdens of the Israelites much 
greater. He told his taskmaster to 
give them no more straw to mix 
with the clay in making bricks. 
The poor workmen were forced to 
go into the fields after the har­ 
vest to get the stubble left by the 
reapers and to chop it into small 
pieces. At the same time, they 
were told that they must make 
the same number of bricks each 
day as before. 
The Israelites blamed this mis­ 
fortune on Moses, saying that in -' 
stead of helping them, he had 
"put a sword in their (the Egyp­ 
tian taskmasters’) hand to slay us." 
Even Moses was discouraged — 
even as you and I—and asked the 
Lord why He had sent him to lead 
his people to liberty. 
The Lord reassured Moses, tell­ 
ing him, that “Thou shalt see 
what I will do to Pharaoh: for 
with a strong hand shall he let 
them go, and with a strong hand 
shall he drive them out of his 
land." 
Further the Lord said: “See I 
have made thee a god to Pharaoh: — 
and Aaron thy brother shall be thy 
prophet.” 
AGAIN MOSES and his brother 
stood before Pharaoh, and this 
time they took the rod with them, 
and it became a serpent when 
they threw it down. 
But 
the 


court’s magicians did the same 
thing with their rods, with an ex­ 
ception; their rods were devoured 
by Moses’ rod. 
Then tljr Lord brought ten hor­ 
rible plagues upon the Egyptians. 
There is not space to this column 
to tell of them in detail. The first 
was turning the water in the river 
to blood so that the fish died and 
the water was not fit to drink. 
The Pharaoh’s magicians did the 
same thing. 
The second was the plague of 
frogs which covered the land. The 
magicians duplicated that too. The 
third was turning all the dust of 
the land into lice, which infested 
man and beasf. The magicians 
tried that too, but could not make 
it work, and they told Pharaoh 
that this was the “finger of God," 
but 
he 
would 
not 
listen 
but 
hardened his heart. 
SWARMS OF FLIES was the 
fourth, and this time the Lord put 
a division between the Egyptians 
and the land of the Israelites, so 
that the latter would not suffer 
from the plague. 
In spite of the sufferings of his 
people, the Pharaoh’s heart hard­ 
ened after the plagues were abat­ 
ed, and he refused to let the 
Israelites go. 
The next was an illness among 
the cattle so that they aU died, 
but the Israelites’ cattle were per­ 
fectly healthy. Boils that afflicted 
everyone, even the Pharaoh, came 
next; then rain and hail that 
ruined crops; then locusts that ate 
the last of the growing things. 
The ninth plague was a dreadful ’ 
darkness that settled over the 
Egyptians, while the Israelites had 
light. 
As the various plagues were 
lifted, Pharaoh’s heart hardened 
and he refused to let the people 
go. 
One night, at midnight, Phar­ 
aoh rose, he, and his servants and 
all the people, and there arose a 
great cry throughout all the land, 
for the firstborn of every family 
was dead, from the least unto 
Pharaoh himself. “There was not 
a house where there was not one 
dead." 
THE LORD HAD prepared the 
Israelites for this terrible scourge. 
Each household was ordered to kill 
a lamb on the tenth day of the 
month, then on the fourteenth day 
they were to kill the lamb, and 
sprinkle some of its blood on the 


upper door of the house, so that 
when the angel of death passed ha 
would spare the inhabitants of the 
blood-marked houses. This was to 
be the feast of the Passover, 
which, the Lord ordered, they 
should keep at that same time 
forever. 
Pharaoh realized that the Lord 
was indeed with the Israelites, and 
he ordered them out of Egypt with 
their families, their flocks and 
herds. So Moses led them forth. 
"And the Lord went before them 
in a pillar of a cloud, to lead 
them the way; and by night in w 
pillar of fire, to give them light; 
to go by day and night." 
THEY CAMPED before the Red 
sea, and by this time, Pharaoh had 
repented of letting them go, and 
he sent his best chariots and 
soldiers after them. The Israelites 
were terrified, but that night the 
cloud that had been before the 
Israelites, stood behind them, be­ 
tween them and the Egyptians. 
In the morning the Israelites 
upbraided Moses lor bringing them 
away from their homes, but he 
said:."T he Lord shall fight for 
you, and ye shall hold your peace." 
You know the story well, how 
Moses raised his hand and the 
waters of the sea parted and the 
hosts of Israel walked diY-shod 
through the sea; while the chariots 
and soldiers of the Egyptians sank 
into the sea as the waters came 
back and all were drowned. 
On dry land and safe, the Is­ 
raelites sang a beautiful song of 
praise to God.

NEW XCWRK (UP) — On a 
bright St. Valentine’s day in 1894 
(precisely 39 years ago, as any 
radio fan will tell you) .there was 
born In Waukegan, 111., a boy with 
eyes as blue as the chip's he’s in 
today.

HE BECAME A STAR in vaude­ 
ville, a monolog 1st who through 
the years went out and held the 
stage alone, talking softly to the 
audience. Then one day 20 years 
ago he was asked to appear as a 
guest on the radio. He walked up 
to the microphone and said: *This 
is Jack Benny talking Now there 
will be a brief pause for everyone 
to Say, ‘Who carfs?* ”

Snobbism Blamed For Lack 
Of Oscars For Musicals

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Gene 
Kelly has attacked “snobbism,” 
which he says has kept some musi­ 
cals and their stars from being 
given academy awards. 
The issue arose when I suggested 
that Kelly and his latest picture 
might be up for O s c a r s nett 
March. The actor - dancer - director 
«aid he doubted it. 
"THERE IS A STRANGE sort 
of reasoning in Hollywood that 
musicals are less worthy of acad­ 
emy consideration than dramas,” 
he remarked. “It is a form of 
snobbism, the same sort that per­ 
petuates the idea that drama is 


more deserving of awards than 
comedy. But actually the kind of 
thing that Groucho Marx and Red 
Skelton do is ten times as hard 
as straight drama. 
“No, I don’t argue that mlsicals 
should be given a special category 
in academy voting. I think musi­ 
cals can and should 
stand 
on 
their own merit in competition 
with straight pictures And I think 
perhaps next year or at least with­ 
in 10 years, the movie musieal will 
have progressed so far that the* 
academy voters will not be able 
to overlook it. 
“After all, what do you expect 
of a movie? You expect it to make 


you laugh and to cry and to be 
entertaining. For my dough, 
pictures like ‘Cover Girl* or ‘On the 
Town1 do a better Job of that than, 
say, ‘A Place in the Sun,* which I 
consider 
one 
of 
the 
greatest 
dramas in recent years.’* 
KELLY M E N T I O N E D that 
musicals have been rewarded in 
the past by the academy. James 
Cagney won an Oscar for por­ 
traying G e o r g e M. Cohan in 
“Yankee Doodle Dandy,“ and best 
picture awards went ¿o “Broad­ 
way Melody** and “The Great 
Ziegfield.** Also, musical stars such 
as Kelly and Larry Parks have 
been nominated for awards. Kelly 
feels that t h e r e will be move 
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recognition for musicals in future 
years. 
“The same thing Is true on the 
stage,” he said. “The legitimate 
drama has stood still for about 30 
years, while musicals produce the 
really e x c i t i n g things in the 
theater. Shows like ‘Pal Joey,* 
‘Oklahoma!/ and ‘Carousel* are 
worlds apart from the operettas of 
the past. 
y “THE CULMINATION is in 
South Pacific/ which I think is 
the greatest show I have ever 
seen. It combines the techniques 
of every medium, including the 
movies and radio.** 


The actor feels the movie musi­ 
cal is progressing in the same 
direction. “But I don’t mean the 
musicals of two other studios, 
which s h a l l be nameless,** he 
added. “They go on the same old 
theory that the hero has to be a 
song writer who sits down to the 
piano and writes the hit song in 
two minutes. They think all you 
have to do is throw together a 
theme song, a couple of singers 
and dancers, a comic and ao 
acrobat and they’ve got a musical. 
That sort of thing may have been 
okay in the ’30s, but it’s old hat 
now/*

Bretano Way, Green brae, and a San Francisco newspaperman, has 
created for himself a new — and unexpected — leisure-time career. 
The handsome driftwood ornaments pictured here all are his work. 
Though they suggest sculptured * 
--------- 
wood, they are entirely natural in 
contour. 
They 
have 
not 
been 
carved, shaped or moulded. 


To each piece only a coat of 
home-applied wax has been given, 
with a base added when the orna­ 
ment requires it for stability. 
• 
“They create the effect of scupt- 
- ture in their natural state,’* Wal­ 
ter explains. “But they should not 
be called ’sculptures.* The only 
handling of the driftwood is the 
leveling of the base with a hand 
'saw so the piece can be set upon a 
flat surface.** 


IF “WALT” TREMAIN were not 
already an ’able and successful 
member of the most exciting of 
all 
professions — Journalism — he 
might very well develop his new­ 
found driftwood art to whatever 
extent time and inclination per­ 
mitted. 


But Walter Tremain is assistant 
city editor of The Examiner. A 
newspaperman for eighteen years, 
he presides at an editorial desk 
In the big city room on The Ex­ 
aminer’s second floor. 


Since editing the news is Wal­ 
ter Tremain’s real interest, he is 
willing 
to 
give 
only 
limited 
amounts of leisure time to his 
new—and unintentionally-acquired 
—driftwood art, 


"It helps me unwind,” he says. 
"It's just a hobby like reading.” 


WALTS DRIFTWOOD career 
begins properly with his “Flying 
Fish” piece. In September, 1950, 
with his wife, Marjorie, their son, 
Vardon, 7, and their little daugh­ 
ter, Varya, 5, Walt was vacationing 
In the Sierra. 


On the shores of Lake Van Nor- 
den he noticed a bit of driftwood. 
Underneath its coating of soil and 
leaf particles he detected a certain 
pleasing outline that Indicated the 
wood might be transformed into a 
den or mantel ornament. 


Walt picked it up. During the 
concluding days of his vacation he 
oollected similar bits of driftwood. 


WHEN THE FAMILY returned 
la Greenbrae the driftwood collec­ 


tion was brought along as a mem­ 
ento of a pleasant autumn holiday. 
• 
When Walt had time he decided 
to put his collection in shape for 
display 
in 
his 
maple-finished 
house. 


He describes 
the 
steps 
that 
transformed 
the 
“Flying 
Fish” 
from lake shore salvage to de­ 
signer’s display piece this way: 


“First, the driftwood was cleaned 
with sandpaper and a linoleum 
knife with a hooked blade. (Many 
of the Tremain pieces were so 
smooth they ‘required no sanding, 
only a gentle cleaning to prepare 
them for the finishing wax coat.) 


“Second, the cleaned, 
sanded 
driftwood was brushed with liquid 
wax. The wax was allowed to soak 
into every crevice, groove, and 
scar of the wood.” (This brings 
up the graining and texture the 
way “antiqijing” emphasizes fur­ 
niture woods). 


AT THIS POINT, with other of 
his pieces, Walt considers whether 
a pigmented wax (one with color 
in it) rather than a clear liquid 
wax, would better emphasize the 
driftwood’s markings. If it would, 
he uses white pigmented wax. 
The 
pigmented 
pieces, 
when 
finished, look as if white paint had 
been brushed into their pores, then 
brushed off, before the final wax 
coating was applied. 
Because the “Flying Fish” Is 
small, Walt decided to mount it 
on a base. (Many of his most im­ 
pressive driftwood objects are un­ 
mounted, have only been leveled 
at the bottom «with a hand saw so 
they will stand upright.) 
“Since the driftwood seemed to 
suggest a flying fish, I tried to 
give H a base wih the feeling of 
water,” Walt remembers now. “For 
mounting, seashore driftwood h 
better than mountain driftwood, 
so a dark, brown slab of shore 
wood was used. To suggest water, 
I carved a wave design along the 
outer edge.” 


CONCERNING THE ADDITION 
of bases to naturally-formed drift­ 
wood ornaments, Walt suggests, 
“Fit the piece to its base. You must

choose a base proper in size and 
coloring and in harmony with the 
upper piece.” 


To join base to ornament, Wal­ 
ter does this: "Bore holes (with 
a brace and bit, the only “ma­ 
chinery” required anywhere in the 
process > in both driftwood and 
base, and join both pieces with 
doweling.” (A round, solid •ylin-^ 
der of wood that connects both 
pieces the way a rung joins two 
chair legs.) 


MARJORIE TREMAIN liked the 
“Flying Fish,” and the other first 
pieces iier husband designed. She 
placed one on her living room 
mantel, another on the television 


console; a third on her dining 
table. 


First audience to Walt's drift­ 
wood are were members of Mar­ 
jorie’s canasta club—who after one 
look forgot their game and plead­ 
ed with Walt to create driftwood 
“sculptures” for them. 


That was the beginning. After 
considerable urging Walt was per­ 
suaded to show his work to a few 
of San Francisco's design-minded 
stores. 


You can see the “Flying Fish” 
hi the “Modem Galleries” of one 
of those stores. It is sole ornament 
in a contemporary interior fur­ 


nishing with sorrel walnut de­ 
signed by T. H. Robsjohn-Gib- 
bings, 
internationally - recognized 
American creator of luxury-priced 
furniture. 


When Walt is asked, “what's 
next?” he answers, “Oh, next year, 
when I have the time, I’ll look for 
more driftwood. Anyway, I’d have 
to wait until spring, after the 
mountain snows melt, to find more 
of the stuff. Now I have to get 
back to the city desk. There's a 
story coming in. . . .*

Use Driftwood 
As Sculpture 


If you become the fortunate 
possessor of a driftwood orna­ 
ment, how shall you use it in your 
home? 
Like a piece of sculpture — only 
driftwood offers many an advan­ 
tage over stone. 
rlace your driftwood on top of 
a cabinet, chest, or dropleaf table 
so its unusual outline is displayed 
against a harmonizing wall color 
or paper. 
Set m the center of a dining, 
party or buffet table (if the drift­ 
wood is not too massive) and or­ 
nament it with flowers, or with 
autumn fruits, leaves and vege­ 
tables. These can be wired to it, 
or clustered about its base. 
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Driftw ood with the rich patina 
of dark rosewood suggests an 
enshrined m adonna. Sanding 
and w axin g were only "h a n d ­ 
lin g" given the wood. Natural 
Outline w as not altered. 


W alter Tremain, assistant city editor of The Examiner, and 
resident of Greenbrae, created this sculpture-like ornam ent 
from mountain driftw ood found on the shore of a Sierra 
lake. Driftwood art is a hobby of the Exam iner editor w ho 
began his craft last year with pieces collected during a 
Sierra holiday. "Fligh t" w as left in the form in which it w as 
discovered. It w as hand-sanded, then soaked in pigm ented 
w ax, finally mounted on triangle base by dow els which add 
to effect of bird in motion.— San Francisco Exam iner Photo.
